TIi( 5 MinnlK'r of origipal works lixcoeds tlie corresponding num1)er for 1882 
by 85, and this points to (ho gradual growth of literary and puhlishing activity 
iu tins presidency in all the language's, and especially in the nunilxu’ of works 
published in mortr than one, lujiguage. Tluj nunil)or of translations, on the 
other hand, shows a (ionsiderahle doeline, Ixdug 30 against flO of the previous 
year. The outturn of works of the last class is b(dter than in 1882, which was 
a rencirkahly had yt'ar. Tla- iwogress is uot's! ('sjiocially in tin! nnmher of 
reprints of educational works and volumes useful for purj)oses of reference, 
besides a f<!W works of olassieal or general interest. 

4. The snl)jeet-iiiatter of the works falls this yeai- under 16 heads, includ¬ 
ing the addition of “ Art” newly lu’eserihed, and the more important of the 
publications in tlu ••olleetiou will he brh'lly uotieed iu the order of tlic subjeids 
as entered in tin' analysis. 

Art .—The works registercsl under this lic'ad are hut foui-, and all ai-c' in 
English. Two of these are for the, use. of anjatcur gardeners ami <m the best 
method of promoting the eullivation and growth of foliage-]>lauts, crotons, 
palms, and cyeads for ornamental garden purpose's and house desioratious ; and 
another is a guide; to the c(!iistructiun of emerators for live ei-enialion of stable; 
refuse' and dead hoilics as el' ■ best method of disjeeesing ed' sm‘h en-ganic matter 
freem a seinitary point e.'" vi('A\, The' feuirlli woik, named “ Culinary Jottings, ” 
is hut. an iinpreeved (‘dilion of an old hook. 

liiogntphy. — A m’('11-1iiu''( 1 publication includt'd iu this group is a brief 
skete'h in Tamil of tlie great ( Jennan e'diic itionist., Erede'nek I'roc'hel, and of 
liis idea-, of infant training, whiedi are i.ow rajmlly spreading iu lilngland and 
begimiing to attract atte'iition m India. The otlu'r works are either re'ligiems 
or lege'iidary in kind. Dnum is repr('s('ut.i‘d by tvveiily-nine works, all in the 
Ineiian languages; and of the.s(' the St'in/odai/u in Sanskrit, and.,f/5e(- 

ddra p'iUmim in Tamil, are first ‘elitions of hithe'rto unpuhlislu'd texts iu which 
the human s,onl, the; mind, and the disjiosit.ions of man are persoiiillexl. They 
are, howevew, intciuh'd to teaeh two opposite systems of Hindu philosophy, 
the Sanskrit tvork (re'ating of tlm V'aislinava system that the divine s])irit and 
the human soul are distinct or diverse, while; the 'J'aiuil work is based on the 
Advaita the;orv that tlu're ejxists no re'al dilTcremce h(;twcen the two. 

Juction. —The only new works of lietion art; an adaiilation in Tamil of 
some of Crimm’s Household Stories and Audeison's I'airy Tale'.s, published by 
the Sediool Book Society, and a Tamil version of the; well-known Tah;s of a 
J’arrot in Persian and Hindustani. The other works uudeu’ this head are chiefly 
reprints. 

History .—The educalional histories this year are not more numerous tlian 
•usual, and the only ones worthy of mention are Mr. Sinclair’s Oompcndiuiii 
of Indian History for the use of middle class schools and a Malayalam version 



of the World’s History, which earned the translation prize of the Maharajah 
of Trarancore. Two small publications relatinsj to the traditional history of 
the Shanars of Tinnevelly, and a chronicle of the I>andyan race of kind's also 
appear in this group, together with the Ancient History of India, Vol. I, Politic 
cal, Social, and Religious. 

Language.— all the publications registered under this head are 
educational works, which require no particular notice hero. The lollo\f'ing, 
however, may be inentioncd as new and useful publications : Smiles’ Self- 
help in Tamil; a Select Collection of Jforal M.-ixims and Prov(!rhs iu English, 
Latin, and Eiench ; a Tamil-Latin Dictionary ; a Frencdi Grammar ii» Alalaya- 
lum for the use, of tlie p<‘nple in the French Settleinvnt at Alahd ; a Grammar 
of tlie Modern Canare.se Language ; and a series f)f (“xcrcises in translation 
for primary and middle s^diools, with sentouees and ])assages of graduated 
difliculty for translation from English into Tamil and Irorn Tamil into 
English. 

—Thor(i arc no less than twenty-nine law hooks, and tw'enty of them 
are in English, twoiuTamil, fiviMii Telngu, and two in Malayahim. The follow¬ 
ing works need to he partienlarly notieed: Air. Alitehell’s J iirisprudi'nec with 
referenee to the Jiaw of India; “Air. JS'ormandy’s Dietioiiary and Alaiuial of 
Criminal Law ; ” Air Shaw's Coni[)ihiti(>n of the Law and llules laid down hy 
the English and Indian Courts relative to “ Ni'gotiahle Instruments; ” and a 
ALinmil of “ Alalahar Law ” I)y a Siib-.Judge of Calicut. 

Medieine. —I'he new works under t he Inaid of Aledieine arc Dr. Sihthorpe’s 
Clinical Alannal; a Oati'cliism on the Origin and Advantages of Vaccination 
and on the IVevention of Small-j)ov, in Mahiyal.am; Dr. AJills’ “ Plain Hints 
on Diseases of Catth* in India ; ” and a 'r.aniil and a AJalayalam work on horses, 
eUqdiant.s, and horneil ealll(! generally, their breeds and qualities, fimir dis¬ 
eases and remedies. A standard Sanskrit, work on uu'dieine. entilJf'd the 
“ Vaidya Chintaimmi ” appears in this group, with a Teliigu commentary 
published for tla' lii'sl I line 

Aliseelhiiteons comprise, hi'sides twenty-siv school geographies In 

English and Vei-naeuhirs and liftv-l'uo mimhers of literary magazines :ind reli- 
ifions periodicals, ten in number, an “ Iqihimieris,” cleverly i-onqiressed into a 
single sheet for 120 ycvirs, from 170 !• to in Knglish, and a eorresjionding 

one in Tamil; the “Cook's Guide'’ in English and Tamil for the use of 
European families; a “ .M:mnal of Drill” translated into Alalayalam; a 
immphlet on “Indian tlold Alining Industry, its ])reseni eo ml it ion and future 
pros])eels;” and a controversial iiamphlet on “The Aladras Ear and how to 
improve it; ” and the o1,lu>r eoul.iii.ing the so-e.alled “ Controversies ” between 
Air. Wallace, the (‘.v-Civilian, and (he High rhmrt. 

J^oetrif. —Tlterc has been the usual number of riqiriiits of old Sanskrit and 
vernaenlar ]i()ems. Of these, “ .livaka Chintamani'’ is reniarktihle as being tbe 
first epie poem ever writ ten in Tamil and as tla^ work of a .hyna po('t. An 
(>xpnrg,ated (slilion of tbe second book of “ Ivamban’s Eaimiyaiia ; ” Aloral 
Poems for tbe use of native u'iris; Kiti N'enba, a book of ethical verses; and 
.lama-ul-asber, a poetical antbolosry in lliiidustani, imiy be meutioued as 
specially designed for eduoiiiional [uirjioses. 

roliticn .— Under this bead ajipear four works this year, including a nqu'int 
of the “ Fifth He[)ort of tbe Select, Conmiittee on (be Affairs of tlui East India 
Company, ” in two volumes, a valuable work that has become rare for some 
years past. Two of th<‘ mnv pamiiblets ndafe to the rejiort of tbe Education 
Commission and tbe question of State education in India, wliih' the third, 
entiiled the Kmliktival system, points out the evils of the present practice of 
employing the Alaravars, or robbers hy profession, for watching the moveable 
property of the ryots in Tinne\ oily.

Phtloaophif. —is seldom that new philosophical works of modern con¬ 
struction. appear in this part of the country. The two English works under 
this head aro —“A Ilaud-hook of Logic,” which makes no pretensions, but 
presents merely an epitome of Jovon’s elementary le.ssons in formal logic for 
the use of under-graduates; and an anonymous, but a more readable, book 
entitled “ A few Tbonglits on some of the Fallacies in Life, Social, Political, 
Legal, and Religious,” whicii undertakes to point out under thirteen topics 
what opinions and hcliofs arc erroneous. An essay on the H/siory and 
Pkilosophi/ of the Female Sex,” or the gradual pi’ogress of women from their 
primitivor condition in s!ivng<'life to their elevated state in civilized society, is 
the. first effort of its kind ’n Tamil, written in plain style like the other numbers 
of the series of tr;i(ils coinKicfi'd witli tlie “ IJrahmo Samaj ” sect. 

Ileliffion. —Though.tlio works under this licad an? fewer than usual, they 
still eonstitute nearly t-t per cent, of the total publications for the year. Of 
these, 185 •relate to Jlindnism, including v.arious versions of the Puruuas and 
other .sae.red poems, &e., wliicdi command a more extensive sale than any other 
clas.s df w'orks; thirty .arc' Muhammadan ; and 11(5, including soveir.l sm:ill iu- 
expensivc tends, are Ohnsdan in kind. In Fiiiglish there ap])ears in this group 
a teanslation from the original Danish of six kudures by Professor Wilson, 
intended to throw light on parts of “The great pie-turc! of the, life of three 
wills in man, eorrosjiondiiig to body, soul, and siiirit, the seiisurius will, 
the will of reason, and the will of sjiirit,” ami to induce every jierson to make 
clear to himself by investigation tlu' conditions of a powerful will. Among 
the works published by the Pralimans is the “ Vedauts Sangraha,” with 
commentary, bit*’ "do unpnblishi'd, cm the religious philosojdiy explained by 
Ramanuja Chary.i .is ojiposcd to the Advaita theory of the liuiuaii soul being 
the sarnie as tlie divine spirit. Aiiotlier t.raid never published before, and 
entitled “ Tana, Miudavali,” or tlie, “ String of Truth IV.arls,” appears in’ the 
Uevanageri (dianuder on the Dwaita pliilosopliy of the Jladliava llrahmaus, 
being an investigation according to native logic as to the. nal.ure of (he JiviKin.a, 
or the human soul, as dtstinguislied from the I’arainiitma, or the Divine es.'.-enee. 
Among the original ilied prodiudions, t lie most no!able are the seven pam¬ 
phlets ill S.HUskr’it, Tamil, .uui English for and against the re-marriage of riitulu 
■widows ; and t lu'vi* if- .ilso a iearu>>d tract in Saitskrit jiroso on the expiatory 
eeremouics prescribed for i.liosc Brahmans ivlio have fraveUed by ships to 
foreign lands, which has greatly e.xereised the minds of the Bralimau eom- 
munity, especially in Alysore, and drawn into notice tlie pa,rl,ieular person for 
W'hom iiie eeremouics were pre.serihed on his ndnrn from England. In Scienct^ 
(mailiematieal^ then' are the usual works on Arithmetic and Algidira, besides 
a “ Ready Reckoner of Fci^s i > the Madras Court of Small Causes,” and a 
“ Ready Calculator of Interest ’ 

Natural and othf-r S'lencrt ,— Of the thirty works rcgisterial under thi.s 
head, several are hut short manimls oii pliysies, ])hysiolog\', and chemistry, based 
on eminent Europi'an aiitlinrities on these, subjects. Old tre.itlses on the iliiidu 
system of astronomy, astrology, p ilmistry, and divination a])[)ear as usual, ivith 
or without vernacular eoinmeiitary. A new hook on Natural History in 
Telugu, with colored illustrations, eom]nled for the use of young readers, m.ay 
be mentioned as a useful nork and the lirst of its kind in llu' TeJiigu language. 

Tracpln and Voyageii. —'I'hc works received ou this subject are very few. 
Dr. Sliortt’s noti‘8 ou the Nallaiualai Hills of Kurnool, the higher ranges of 
Travaucore, the lull ranges of Coimbatore, the forests of Wyuaad, ami another 
range of hills in Coeliiii, with details of excursions, are well known. A “ Little 
Sketch Book,” which carries some interest w'ith it as the production of a 
Muhammadan gentleniau and a member of the legal profession, contains, 
besides other matter, the nates of his voyage from Calcutta to England. The

* other book in this group is in Canarese on the wanderings of YanirniA Bliity, a 
Hindu widow, and her sorrows. 

5. Again, of the total number of publications registei-cd, 210 or 20 per 
cent, are works intended for educational purposes, while the remaining 008 or 
74 per cent, are non-educational work.s belonging to the class of general 
literature, chiefly in the languages of this country. 

6. Bi-linguals, Tri-lingmh, —Again, the number of works publisfied 
in niorc than one language is forty-six, and in tliroo languiiges two, wdiile two 
more arc polyglot works. 

7. There has again been an mcroas(! in the number of copyrights* volun- 
tarily regLstered during 188-1, 109 Avorks having bi^on ubtered l)y tljeir pro])rie- 
tors against 93 of th(! year preceding. It may not be out of ])L'U‘C to mention 
•here th.at there have becni some (sases of iiit'ringement of copyriglit of late, 
owing to the dcd'cctivo state of the (iopyright law of 1817 ; and it does not seem 
practicable to apply a remedy without an auumding Act and an international 
copyriglit law between British India and the Native Staf-es. 

8. I have only to add, in conclusion, that the work of registration sliows 
a steady advance on the previous year, and that, so far as I am .aware, no work 
of a seditious or umvholcsornc tendency has come to uotie-‘ iu the current 
literature of the period under review, such as to necessitate a jirosecutiou under 
the law. 


A glance at the totals given in tlie. annexed statement, taken from the 
official reports, will sliow that the numlier of publications during the nine years 
ending Ib81-H2, has steadily iiie.reased, though somewliat more slowly than 
miglit have lieen expL-eted, eonsideriug the great advance whie.h has imques- 
tiouahly taki-n place in the sairii, period in the numher of persons aide to read 
or under iiistruetion. iu one year only (1877-78) Avas the total of jmhlieation.s 
h'ss than in 1873-74, and even in this year the numlier of English puliliealious 
was grealer. The low lii'iircsfor 1877-78 may doubtless be nttriliuted to the 
geiii'i-ally depressing elVeets of the great famine. It is further oliserved that, 
AAhilo the .-iverage number of all piililiealions during the alioAn- nine years was 
772, the numlier for 1883 Avas 818, and that Avliile the average' numlier of 
Avorks printed during the former [leriod uiuler the heads of (Jrigiiial Works, 
Translations, and lte]mlilieations was KIO, rjl’O, and o.'iD'.o, respeet ively, that for 
1883 Avas 22.“!, .‘>7, and n.'il!, as shoAVii below;— 
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2. ' This indicates that the number of works under the first head for 1883 
was mucli in advance of the average, while in that under the last the difference 
is inappreciable. As regards the diminished number of the remaining class 
(lYanslations), it must be remembered that a book requires translation but 
once* any further demand being supplit'd by mere reprints. Seeing that there 
wns considerable activity in this direction during the preceding five years, the 
number of versions b('iug always greater tlian tliat for 1883 and sometimes 
double and treble, tlic number, the lull for the year under report is not 
surprising. 

3. "It is also observed that more than 01 per eont. of .all (he pubbeations 
were religious, while cboiit 20 per ee/it. were educational, Tlie educational 
works, (bough represented i>y about 20 ]iev cent., have the widest circulation, 
most of tlK'in being counted hy 1h(‘ tlionsand, and in one ease (First Tamil 
Head('r, Aladras (hneniment Series) even by a hundred thousand. In this 
eomu'etiou it inu^t. lx; borne in mind tliat tlu' demand for hooks, as shown by 
tlie pumherof publieations, ehielly indieates (he intensity of the desire for 
various kinds of reading; tiie intensity of desire for reading existing works can 
only 1)(' properly ganged when the number of copies of re'puhlie.itions printed 
isaseertained. asweJlasthe numlier of i-epuldieatioii.s. In many eases (here 
is i-Msoii to tliink tlie fresh , ..ions are very mueli larger than the older editions. 
In liie next report the KegiMrar will gi\e any iurormatiou that may he avaih 
able on this (|n<'siioii. 

4. As legards the imhlications under llie lieads ofDrama, F].ie.s Fiction 
Langnage, l,aw ind M.-db-itn,, in I':ngli..h. San.skrit, and the vernaeula’rs of the’ 
country, hiit e, -fly in the Iasi, Unae was ten years ago very ue.arly the same 
aetivity as non, judged h) the miniher of puhlieations. Jln't the ease is far 
ditfeivni as n .aids iangnagi- an,! iniseellaneons works. Tlie increase under tlie 
latter h.ani is no doiilit due to the inereasing inf.-lligenee of the jieoj.le and the 
interest displaud by them in tli,'more inijHirtanI iiuestionsof (In- day whieli 
do not fall strietly under either religion or polities. J?n( a.s regards lb,- former 
and as regards seienee also, il.e men-as,. is probaldy in a gieal measure due to

Tlius while Western knowledge and thought have been brought more within 
the reach of the masses, the vernaculars are at the same time being enriched. 
The translations from the Sanskrit in particular Itave, it is believcrl, dotie much 
to extend the vocabulary and give ease of expression to all the vernaculars. 

6. Works on biography, though singularly rare in the vernacular, show for 

1883 a considerable advance on the average. The Registrar dniws altoution to 
the issue of a brief sketch of Froebel’s life in Tamil. The ])nhlication of sntdi a 
work in a vernacular is signilicant of a change in publi<i feeling as regards the 
present system of cbmicutary education in vernacular schools. Tins hninch of 
literature, in wliich liitliorto so little lias been done, is capable of great exten¬ 
sion to the great advantage of the public. If the subjects ehosoti arc person¬ 
ages known to and honored by the ri'ading classes, the dcniaud for such works 
should be considerable. • 

7. While the study of classical and x'l'rnaeulai- strn(l;ird works of literature 

remains apparently the .same now .as it was some ten years ago, there a|)pcars 
to he, among the educated Hindus, agrowing tendency tor-xamine, discuss, and 
Bctlle questions of Indian pliiloso[ihy, religion, and tradition. I'hat tin'aeltvity 
in this direcliou is slowly hut surely advancing is manifest from some of the 
puhlie.alious namcxl in the analysis, “ Si'inkulpa Sin uxlya, ’ “ Aviidara 

Vilasam,” “History and J*liilo.so|iliy of the Female Sex,” Tatva Min-tavali.” 
jiamphlets for and ag.ainst tlu' re-marriage of Hindu Widoivs and on “ Fxpiatory 
Ceremonies for Jlnihmans wlio have truvelli'd by Sea lo Fore ign l/uids ” 

8. The growing inti'rest iii the education of women is evidenced by tin; 
issiic of an edition of IVIoral Voeiiis for the use ol nalivi* yirls, also by the work 
on the* History of the Female Sex, which is, as roiuarked by th(‘ Jlcgistrar, 
“ the first eti'ort of its kind in 'I’amil.'’ 

0. The re])ort of the lleifistrar of Itooks shows a steady advaiiei' in the 
number of hooks jnihlishi'd, and so far, it is noted, as that ofTiei'r is aivare, no 
work of a seditious or uinvliolesome tendency was issued from the Press during 
iHBu-o-t.

of Native Publications, Jlombay, containing a brief review and analysis of pub¬ 
lications regislered in tlie quarterly official catalogues for the year 1883, toge¬ 
ther with its accomjiauimeut, prepared in accordance with the orders contained 
in the Eesolutions of the Govemmeiit of India, No. 10-707, dated 2Cth April 
1870, and No. 1-450, dated 12th September 1882. 

From Raoji Biiivaniiao Pavci Esq., Acting Registrar of Native Publications, to J. Mon- 
TEATii, Esq, t'.S., ITndcr-Socrctary to Government, General Department, Bombay,— 
No. 491, dated il3rd August 1884. 

In conformity with the instructions contained in the Resolutions of the 
tjovernment of India, No. 10-707, dated the 2Gth April 1875, and No. 1-466, 
dated the 12th September 1882, I have the honor to submit a brief review and 
analysis of the publications registered in the quarterly catalogues for the year 
ending 31st December 1883. • * 

2. In their Resolution No. 1-460, dated 12th Seplpraber 1882, the Govern¬ 
ment of India direeted certain changes in the form of the quarterly catalogues 
of hooka registered under Acfi XXV of 1867. The instructions have been duly 
attended to in framing the catalogues for the year 1863. 

3. The total number of works catalogued during the year under report 
was 1,434, showing an excess of 263 publications over the number registered in 
the previous year, and tliis testifies to the progn-ssivc development of literary 
activity in this Presidency. These 1,431 works may be first divided as follows:—

Separate statements in the form given in paragraph 2 of the Besolutfon 
of the Government of India No. 1>456 of 12th September 1882, prepared for 
each language and for each bi-lingual, tri-lingual, and quadri-lingual comWna- 
tion, together with a copy of the four quarterly catalogues for tlie year 1883, 
are attached to the report. These statements are 48 in number, and are supple- 
mented^^y three gtuicraJ statements—(1) giving the total number of books, 
f2) showing the total number of periodicals, and (3) giving the total of books 
and periodicals. 

6. Among the English publications there are several numbers of different 
journals of antiquarian, literary, and sectarian interest; some volumes useful for 
purposes of refei’once, such as cahmlations useful to people of business; and a 
few works of a literary characiter and of general interest. Among those coming 
undesf tlie last head the following works may be more particularly noticed. The 
single Latin work is a musical composition.

6. Arts .—“ The Telegraphic Gufde or Self-Instructor,” by Sorabji Edalji, 
Head Telegraph inspector, B. B. & C. I. Bailway, is an elementary work on 
a portion of practical telegraphy relating chielly to the working and manage¬ 
ment of the different classes of instruemciits and batteries used for the Indian / 
railway telegraplc The work seems calculated to render good help to signallers 
employed in the llailway Telegraph Department. 

7. Biography .—“ A Memoir of Sir Salar Jung, G.C.S.I.,” by Syed Uossain 
Bilgrami, B.A., an officer of the Nizam’s Civil Service, is a short biography of 
a personage who lias been acknowledged by natives as well as Europeans us the 
foremost statesman and diplomatist that India has produced since the British 
conquest, and who successfully administered the Nizam’s dominions for nearly 
thirty years. The great ])(.>palaiily of the late diviin with every class of the 
natives, and the high respect commanded by him among Englishmen and Anglo- 
Indians, are sure to popularise this short hut well-written biogra[)hy among the 
educated classes in India and England. The w'ork must prove very valuable to 
administrators of Native States as a narrative of tlio hard struggle of a reformer 
with the deep-rooted prejudices and ialse notions of vested rights of the people 
to be dealt with. 

8. Drama .—“ Savitri; an Indian Dramatic Idyl, in tw^o Acts,” is a drama 
adapting for tlie stage the beautiful legend well known to Europciui Orientalists 
under tlie name of “ Savitri AKIiyan ” or the story of Savitri, a young beautiful 
and sagacious princess and a most devoted and dutiful wife The grent fame 
and immortality of tills legend, as embodying an exquisite conception of w'omanly 
virtue and conjiigal duties from an Indian point of view, liave led to the trans¬ 
lation of the story into several European and Asiatic languages. The original 
of the drama under notice is in Italian executed by Count Angel do Gubernatis. 
The latter work was first published at Home in 1877, and soon passed through 
a second edition. The translation of tlie Italian work has been made by 
J, Gerson da Ounlia. 

9. JUedicine .—“The Vegetable Materia Medica of Western India, by 
W. Dymock, Surgeon-Major of the Bombay Army, to be completed in five parts” 

(all of which liave been issued), aims at supplying a more exact description of 
Indian drugs tljan is said to be found in any work hitherto published. “ The 
))riacipal objects kept in view by the author have been—(1) to give a short 
summary, when possible, of the history and uses of each drug; (2) to describe 
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tioa; (8) to draw ap a ooadetised aoeount at what has already been jpinblillliih^ 
oonoeming the ohezaioal oomposition of the different druge.” The work ought 
to prove very useful to Indian and European students of medicine. 

10. Mitteellaneom .—" The Genealogy of the Family of the Empress of India,” 
by George Atkinson, Serjeant>ai>LRw, is an erudite dissertation showing that 
Her Majesty Queen Victoria derives her descent from Noah.—“ 8omo Aeecfhnt 
of the Bunjairah Class,” by N. R. Oumbcrlege, District Superintendent of Police, 
Basim (Berar), is an interesting account of tlje gipsy tribe known as Bunjaris, 
or the profesaional grain-carriers of India. Tho Bmijarrah class has for yenra beoji 
notorious as kidmppnvi, caftle-JifterN, and clever and Ixdd (hroits. The work 
under notice givi's some account of the mannci’s, customs, dress, tiuditions, 
supc'i’stitious, andcrimiiia] propcjisities of tIn‘Bnjijarrahs» and must prove useful 
to the public, UTid pariiciilarly to ]K>)iec olficers.—“Siihurlian Villas, Market 
Ganlcns, and Residential Farms in Kdlhianar,” is tin* production of Major JI. 
L. Nutt, Assistant Polilical itgemt in Kulhiawdr, who has liccn ('viiicing gr(*at 
interest in the encouiagemeut of systcmalic cull ival ion of tho sod amP Iho 
advancemenl of agriculture. 'I'lie wnler entertains llio lived idea that groat 
hciu'lit is “ likely lo ae<*ruo to all pc'rsonally inlcn'sted in liie oultivatioii of llie 
land, il the laud itsidf is resided upon by those eullivatmg il,” iUid (his work has 
been published willi lh<* view of can jmg out this idea. Hie hook proposes a 
system of suburban vdlas, fruit or veget.ahle gardens, and lesuhaitial farms 
in lh(‘ neighbourhood ol large (owns in Kathiawar, and, alter pointing out tlio 
several advantages derival)le Iherefroiu, exliorts the Native Chiefs and wealtliy 
geutlemeu of the piovineo to carry out tiu* directions given in the hook, which 
supplies detailed designs, jilans .and estimates.—“TIu' Proposed Political, Legal 
and Social Reforms in the Cttomari Umpire and other Maliomedan States,” by 
MouLavi Cheragli Ali, of II. i£. the Nizam’s Civil Serviei', tries to show that 
Mahomedanism as cxiumuded m the Koidn is <‘ap:ihl<' ol .adapting itself to the 
polilical and social lefonns going on .aiouml it It is a leply to the article 
headed “Ar<' reforms possible imdiT Mahomod.m riileV” wliieli a))peared 
in the Coiiiciiipontt'i/ of August ISSl fiom the ju'ii of (lie llevoioud 

Mr. Malcolm MaeColl, TVlio inaintamed that Islam w<as inea)).d)le of political, 
legal, and social relorm. Tlu' jiiesimt vvoik is wi'll written, and contains nume¬ 
rous quotations from llie Koiaii upJioldmg tli<‘ several arguments advanced in 
support of the views advocated by the author.—“The Developmi'iit of the 
Mineral Ilesourei's ol liidei,” by X. N. Pisuson, eontams four Ii'ctiiri's (Kdivered 
in or about Apul, IbH.'l, at the Sassoon MeeliamcC Institute, Hoiubay, giving a 
brief popular deseripLion ol some oI the mineral pioduetioiis of Iiidu, such as 
coal, peat, jietroleum, iron, ecqiper, jireeioiis metals, prc'eious stones, stones, 
clays, cements, alum, ^odium, e.irhoiuite, boriv, Ac , ami of the milling opera¬ 
tions ill regard to gold, eo.il, A-e.—“ llegeiu'r.ition of India,” hj Gofiiniith 
Sadashiv Hate, contains (he views of an inlelligeiit native on tile means for 
effecting the social, religions, and jiolitieal rolormation of Ins own eetmlrymen. 
Tlie writer advocates the di'vid iiiment oi a system of itational education, and 
attacks irindn idolatry and the customs of ehild-niariiages and seclusion of 
females with very great earnestness.—“ Tlie Catholii* Soldier’s Guide during 
his stay in India,” liy Pathm- George Wenniger, S..T., gives some sound 
advice to young European soldiers of the Roman C.itliolie persuasion on reli- 
gious, moral, and social matters. Tiie work is writ ten in an easy and attractive 
style. 

11. Philosophy .—“A Treatise on the Art of being ll.appy,” by llari 
Ndrdy.an Somne, contains the condensed views on moral philosophy of Butler, 

Dr. Chalmers, Ahereromhie, Pulcy, Combo, Bain, &«., intermixed in some places • 
with the author’s observations. 
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Ekglish Peeiodicai-s. 

12. “ Tho Indian Antiquary ” continw's to be full of curious Oriental 
erudition and to embody the rosuHs of much learned research, keeping up its 
high cliarocter as an antiquarian joiirual.—"The Quarterly Journal of the 
Poona Sarvajauik Siibha** eonlaius, in addition to the proceedings of the. Sablia. 
or association, “ an iud(*j)Rndent section ” for the discussion of political and other 
important questions of the day. Articles on the following subjoets appeared 
under tins latl(*r head:—Forest Conservancy in tlu' Bombay Presidency; 
A Vindication of tho Khoti Setthnuent of IS&O; Local Seif-government in 
England and India; Tlie Agitation in regard to tho Native Magistrates' 
Jurisdiction Bill; Health aud Sanitation of Poona and the New Brainage 
Sohemo; Indian Fiiniiicial Statement for lSH3-b4; Prussian Laud Legislation 
and the Bcinral Teuauey Bill; Ijoeal Self-government in th<‘ Bombay Prcsidenc/. 
'^I'he journal is condiieUid and edited by native geutlemeu, ;ind contains 
sonn* e\tr(*mely well-written articles. IModeration aud jx'rspieuity geni'rally 
charaeteri/e the views expressed in this journal, and tlif articles on local sidf- 
govenunent arcs esjieeially valuable and interesting. During the year under 
j’(‘vie\v only one numlx'r of the “ Tlieosopliist” was received on aeeounl of the 
printing and publication of the journal having lieim transferred to the Madras 
Presnleney. It is a monthly journal d(*voted to Oriental philosophy, art, litera¬ 
ture and oeenltisin, einimieing ineMuerisin, spiritualisinand other .oeeret sciences, 
and is still published, and eontiiuu's to be |) 0 |)ular vvitlia large portion ol young 
educated natives. “ The Orient”, an Anglo-Indian monthly magazine of litera¬ 
ture, seieiiee, and art, still fully maintains its high cliaraetin* :»s an instnietivc 
and entc'rtaining tonrn.al. Tiio periodical entitled “ The Piinlns ” continues to 
furnisli, in monthly instalments, summaries in blnglish of the Hindu mytholo¬ 
gical works (‘ailed “ The Piuains ” appiirently for the henetit of those nho are 
unable or have no inclination to road the originals in Sanskrit or their transla¬ 
tions into tlu> vernaculars.

Mardtlu and have sometimes slightly exceeded the latter. This year the num¬ 
ber of Mardthi publications exceeds the Gujardti by 10 only.

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pliilosriplipr of Mulidriislitra. He wiis aHeshastba Brabiuao and lived at Paithan 
about three hundred years ago. He was a great sddbu, or saint, and was cele¬ 
brated for his great piety and devotion. is beli('ved to have perform^ 
many inirtielcs. ^J'he orthodox account of the life of the poet is to bo found in 
tlie vv'ork “ Bliakta Wijaya ” above alluded to, from which a large portion of 
the suhject-mnticr of th(' present work has been taken. “ Bauddha Hharmiichd 
Sausthiipak Sakhya Muni Oautam hyachen eharitra, or the biography of 
fiakhya Muni Gautam, the founder of the Buddhist religion,” is a short biogra¬ 
phy of the well-known Indian reformer by a Hiudn writer who seems to en- 
tiwtain itoiue !ulmiration for the great philosopher. The book could have been 
mnih' more cntcwtainirxg and instructive by the author giving the princaples of 
Buddhism and alluding to tlui several forms assumed by it in later days. 
'|'lier(' is arupU' material nothin easy reach, and the t.-isk could be «'asily per- 
fovimsl. At it is, the short hiogr;ij)hy a])p(‘ars dry and fails to do justice to the 

oTcatness and importance of tlu' subject. 

]S. Tlu're art'25 w'orks ri'gistercd under this head .against 19 

during the year 1H82, of which 9 are numbers of the monthly journal entitled 
“Kiitjm Kat.harnawa, or a Golleetiou of Dramas and Novels,” containing 
Maratlii orieinal dramas as well as adaptations of Sanskrit and Bnglish dramas 
and novels. Among <>|her j/U ees the periodical contains an ineomidete dramatic 
piece on the opposition raised bj the Eim)j)eans to the Native Magistrates’ 
.lurisdie.tion Bill written in sonu'wliat (piestionabli' taste. The Imrden of three 
of 1 he dramas is borrowi'd from the Mahiihharat I'uiaii, the legiaidary stones 
of tv\o of these w'orks hearing an instructive moral. “ Maniharaiia Natak, 
or th(' Drama <>• wresting the Precious Stone,” records the legend that at the 
close, of the great battle hetweim the Ivaurawa and tin* iVmdawa priuees, 
A'-hwatlhama, who lielongisl to llu' jiarty of the former, made a night, attack 
on the camp of the Pandawas, ami killed their live sous and some other princes. 
He was pursmal by Arjun, one of the live IVmdawa l||.‘otiiers, who dcdiated him 
and wrested from him the falmlons jewel lie carried in liis head, and sent him 
away covered with ignominy. “ Part ha Gaiwvapaphar, or Humiliation of 
Parlha,” dramanses the st -ry that IVrIha or Arjnn felt elated al. tlie defeat of 
the Ivaurawa princes, and attributed the victory to his own valour and prowess. 
The "•od Krishna cured him of the umh'served boast by making him confess 
his inability to aehie\e even a comparatively tritliiig act. Of late tlie per- 
formauee of operas on tile Aiavalhi stage, lias become the tavourite amusement 
of t!\.', hetler (das> of t!i(‘ lovers of theatrical- jierformaiiees, and several operas 
ha\e been written in Marathi having for tln-ir burden certain well-known 
Ic'inmds This year there '‘j-e Mwen product ions of this kind. “ Sangita 
Sluikuiital.i Natak or tlie Opi a of Sliakmitala,'’tlie original of whieli is well 
known to European seholavs ui der the name of “ Sliakuntiibi, or 'ITio Dost Ring,” 
and the “ Sangita, Saubliadi-a Kiitak, or the Musical Drama of Princess 
Subhadra,”‘diise'riliing the popular story of tlie eloiiemeiit and marriage of 
Suhhadra, the sister of tlu- god Krishna, with Arjiiii, one of the I’umlawa 
princes, an* ereditahle ])rodiietioiis. As remarked in last year’s report, these 
pieces have had much to do with the iiiiprovi'ineiit of the taste of the native 
theatre-going public. The other niiisieal dramas an* also hasi-d on h-gendary 
tales horrowmd from the Puniiis. It is very satisfaetory that attempts are 
Vjeiu" made by educated Miirallias to enrieh the Miinil hi literature by translations 
anil "adaptations from Shake.s])ear(-’s works. Such attempts di'scrve encourage¬ 
ment in so far as they serve to give to the non-Eiiglish-knowing people an idea 
of the skilful manner in which the ci-lehrated English poet handled the art of 
dramatising, and to impart some knowledge of the proper sphere of that art. 
In these days original dramas, worth the name, are exceedingly rare. Those 
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that are impelled with a desire to immortolise their names as the dewtees of 
the dramatic art would do well to direct themselves to translations and adap¬ 
tations from reputed authors, instead of wasting their energies in miserable 
attempts at original production which are mere satires on that noble art. 
Duriii" the year undisr review there were two versions of “ Hamlet,” one of 
“ Julius Cmsar,” and one; of “ Tericles, the Prince of Tyre.” Of the. two ver¬ 
sions of “ Hamlet ” one is an adaptation, while the other is a litoral translation. 
Both aro fair prodticiions, but the latter excels the former in precision of 
expression. In both of them one misses the grand etTcct produced’hy the im¬ 
portant passages jiud scones in tli(*. original, but for this perhaps the difficulty— 
nay, im])o.ssibility—of translating cx;ict,ly the idioms.of one. language into 
another is mainly responsii)le. The adaptation of “Pericles” is a tolerable 
production, while Ihe triinslation of “Julius Ca;sar”. is a rniserabli! piece of 
composition. “ Waidiki llinsa dharnia tatwa praliasana, or a f.arce of the 
precepts said to he given in the Vedas sanctioning the killing of animals,” 
is a satire upon VV.-Uuamargis or Shakhis, l.<\, worshippers of the godde.ss 
Pilrwati, who eat fl<‘sh and drink spirituous lic|Uor.s on the assumplioil th.at 
the Vedas sanction these pmclices. The work is not an original production, 
but is an adaptalion of a work in Hindi wdiich appeared some time ago, 
“ Striw'idvuwaichitrya diirshana ]»rali.asana, or a farce exihitiug tlu* strange 
rcvsnlis of I'enmlc' cducaliou,” is a far-fetcdied caric.ature of the edn<;atod young 
men and women of .Vl'iharashtra,. The work is (.widtmlly the production of an 
orthodox Hindu avIio dislikes fcmal(! education.

Tlie, proiluction is Jar siijierior to tiie works tiiat geiicr.ally 
ap])carmulev this head. “ Tlii'Siiiksliak, or the Tutor, a tale,” is an iiieompletc 
story said to be loumh'd upon an incident mentioned in Mr. Kay’s History 
of the Indian Alutiny of 1S."»7. The tale condemns tlm aunex.'ition poliey of 
Lord Djilhonsie's administration. The talc docs not evince much skill in the

The last-nami'd piibliealiuii givissan account of the rise, and aehicvi'- 
ments of the family of the Chief of Vincliiir, a .iaghirdiir in the Nasik Disiriet, 


in the Deccan. The, wmrk is coiupih'd from old manuscripts, family records. 


and some English hooks. 

21. iitup. —Hindu Dharrna Sinistra, hhag I and hhug II: the first pait 
contains an epitome of the Hindu law as regards marriage, udoiition, inherit¬ 
ance, and other cognate subjects, together with the decisions of various British 
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Courts of Justice on different points connected with the subject-matter; the 
second part gives a Marathi translation of Yadnywalkya Sinriti and Wya- 
M'ahara Mdyuklia. Tlie first part was jniblished in 1867, and the present publi¬ 
cation is a revised edition of it. Tlie second part has been published for the 
first time. The work is undoubtedly very ufoful in the decdsion of questions 
of Hindu law, and as such must j)rove of great service to the Hindu population. 

'22. Medicine .—“ (idrA-iudia M'aidya, or the Cat tle Doctoi-,” gives some 
ruhis for the stabling, feeding, and jwese.rvation of the health of cattle, and after 
describing homo cotmnoii discN'ises, prescribes medicines for them. The work is 
said to Ikj a naiord of ])ersonal ex])ericnce, and the medicines are slated to he 
in general use in ffie Soutliern Konkan. 

2'.i. Miscelhnteouft. — Under this head the following works may ho parti¬ 
cularly noticed : “ Conckud of a girl at her fathcr-in-hiAv’s bouse” is anineom- 
phito work giving some sound advice to the young brid(* as to how she should 
conduct lierseir at the house of her father-in-law, and ecpially good advice to the 
pawnts of the bridegroom and tlie bride as to how they should treat the liridc. 
'J’he eVil eustomof ehild-niarriages suddenly t brows the young girl among a strange 
family wdiich has little or no syiu[)a1hy for lu'r. and for sumi' time the child’s life 
is miserable. The bridc'.’s ('xistenoc is made unbearable by her ignorant mollier- 
in-law, wlio takes fancied and takes the bride; stwerely to task. Otiior 

female lelations on botli sides make t!te matters still worse. I'amily ([imrrels are 
fomented wbieli frequently imd in Die estrangi'ment of tlieneAvly-eimnecled fami¬ 
lies, and the innoeent Aoung girl is made the a ietim of all 1 bis folly. Tb(> adAiee 
given in tin* meonuilete Avork is sound, and aaIU not fail loaebie\e some good. 
“Waktritwa, or h icution,” gives a briiif history of the art of eloeiition, and 
describes the means by Avliieli [Wolieieney in the ad may lx* gained. Tlx* ancient 
Hindus bad no idea of the great import a nee of ]ml)li(; speeches, and did not eul- 
tivato the art of eloeulioii.

‘‘ Yogasadhan (uvrally ajo lied), or act omplislimenl. of spiritual or abstract 
devotion,” is an ing(>i .ous •ilienij)l to giv('a rationalistic inlerpiA'talion to the 
piA'cepts of the Yoga system of pliiiosopliy—a system that tenelu's union with 
Hratima or tlu' acquisition of supreim* (elieily by .ilislraet. devotion aeeom|)anied 
by e('i'lain jiostiiresand eeremoiiK s. 'I’lie book tries lo('stabiisii (hat Du* jireeepts 
of the r,y.>lem ineuh'ale a moral eonrse of life, and ('\borls Die young and the 
old to follow Diem. “ A .Manuil of llijidmsm, I’art 1,” is a. shod, summary of 
tile Vedas, Sliastras, rur.iiis, and other Hindu n'ligious Avurks, with a foAV 
re’narks upon the lliiulii religioi, from a Christian jioinl ofvii'AV. 'I'lu'book iseoru- 
pilod from s(.'veral English Sanskrit and Marathi works U)iou Die subject, and 
gives to a JJijidu a fail' idea of Die valiu' atfaelu'd to Hinduism by a Christian. 

‘‘Stridhannaniji, or rt'liglous and moral advice to woman,” is Hie work of a 
learned ]\rarrifhal:uly—a Sankritist - strongly advocating tlu' ('ducation of tVmalos. 
Pandita Jlarnabai, Dn’ anthoiTss, observ(’s that India will neA('rris(; in the scale 
of nations until all her woiiK'n are edneated and are in a jiosition lo lend a 
liel])ing-haiid to their hu.sbands. The book treats of tlie edneation requisite for 
women in the different irlations of lib;. 'J’lie original of “ Protessor Max 
Muller’s Ilibberl Lectures on the Origin and Crowtli of Iteligion as illustrated 
by tlie Ileiigioiis of J ndia, truiislati'd into Marathi,” is w'cll known, and the trans¬ 
lation is a valuable acquisition to the Maratlii literature. 

24 Poelri/. —The total nimilx'r of works (lublisbed under Ihisliead was73 
against 72 registi'red last year, “ Slirimanmadbavvanripanidlianawarnanatmaka- 
padyaratnamdld, or >erses describing the death of Peshwa Madhaw Kiio 1,” con- 
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tains a fluent and attractive description of the good government of Madl^w Ildo 
Pesliwd, his much-lamented untimely deat h, and the immolatifm of his wife on 
the funeral pyre of her husband. “ Swadeshsthityadarsha, or the mirror reflect¬ 
ing the real condition of India,” is a short poem lamcntins' the moral, mati'rinl, 
and social degradation of India, Bcusuring Government for imposing heavy, taxes 
on the peojfle and favouring the interests of Europeans, and exhorting tlie people 
to effect the regonenitiori of ( ho country by introducing mechanical and otlier in¬ 
dustries. “ Slmdritu IVarnan, or a descrij)tion of the six Seasons,” is a Avtdl- 
writton, entoriaining 2 )ocm, describing the six s(-asons into whieli a Hindu yesar 
is divided. The work was a])prov('d of and awarded a prize by tin' DaksUjnd Prize 
Committee. ” Shripal Chaiitra, or the stoi’y of ITiiice S]iripa!,” isa.lain Jc'gend. 
The present work is a translalion into verse of the original production of tlio 
same name in ^lagadlii meant for tin; (jditiealion of the,Maratlii-speakiiig Jains. 
A very small poi’lion of the ]\larl^tlli-spt^aking population of Malidnisiilra 
follows, and those followers l)eing \ery backward in literary atlainmenls and 
activity as (iompaved with their ff'llows, works on the Jain religion, in Sans¬ 
krit, Miigddhi or Gn.jarali, are seldom translalod for the bonelil (>f the yiiiratlii- 
sjteaking Jains. “ (Tliej Itiighiivausha of Kalidasa Iranslated into JMaPalhi 
vers(^” is a versified translation of the well-known Sanskrit work the “ liaglin. 
wansli, or'lho History of llaghus’ Pi.at:e, by Kalidasa.” The theme of this jjoem 
is the same as that of the ll.unayana—the history of King llama. The R.iglui- 
vauslia begins with a leiigl bier aeeonnl ol the aiieestors of llama than thal gu (*n 
in the llamaj’ana, among wliom Ilagliu was Uii' most eelehrated. The transla¬ 
tion is a credilahle jn-odiielion, lln^ writer liaving iniuced a good command over 
tlie Marathi language. Il may he remarked that nincli of the Marathi po.dry 
is not Avoj'th tla* name. Works of the merit of llaghuvansha, llitusauhdr, and 
Miidhawriparmidhanwariian aboAe noticed ar(' lew and far lietwecu, and are 
rather the exeeption tliaii the rule. Th<'general ruti of tiio pcofde seem fo mis¬ 
take versiliealioi) for ])oetry, and attempt is ^eal•eely made to dive into ilu' di pths 
of the euiiohling art, ^peeiIlH‘ns of whiidi aie lo he fuund in (he (Sanskrit w'orks 
of Kiilidiis and IMiawahhuti, and in tlie .Marathi jiroductions of Waman and 
Moropant. I'lii'. reason* why the Marathi liieratiire, excepting attenipls of the 
nature of Kaivyelilias Sangraha and KaliakathainaMa, does not, \('av after 
\ear, .show an\ signs of ajipns'iahle jirogress in point of merit, is (h.nt (he edu. 
cated classes do not lake luiieli ini.('rest in the study of that language, and do 
not try to enrich it. 

2.J. PohHc '<—The singh' work under this liead deserves |)arti('ular notice. 
“ llrilish lliijya Wyawaslha, Mhanaje Inglishaiiehya llaj.vas Samjiratelii (Slhili 
Kashi jiriipta jhali hyaidieii Kalhan, /.e., the Prilish Constitulion, or how the 
British Empire reaeln'd its [irescnt eoiidilioii,” is mainly based Ujioii Deljoline’s 
Constitution of England, Civen’s Hisiory of the Kiiglish I’cople, and other J'-'ng- 
lisli works on the same .suhji'ct. The hmdv is well written, and is an ae(piisition 
to Marathi lili'raliire. It diseharg<'s tlie important olliee of •making the readi'r 
conversant witli tluA British form of g.iveninnmt and the priucijiles on which 
British rule hi India is eoudueti'd. 

20. 1^hih)so])/i >/.—1 n addition to s('\eral small works, I'ither reprints or trans¬ 
lations on popular V'edaut.isiu, there has appi-ared iiuder this lu'ad a work 
named “Kartaw\.a wiehiir athawii Wyaivah.tranili, Iduig pahila, or the Moral 
duties of man, Part 1,” whieh puts heforet he Manithi readers the opinions of au 
ancient Grei'k pliilosojiher on the Mihji'cl of man's duty to himself and to liis 
fellow-beings. T’ho -work is au adaptation of a portion cf Cicero’s “ De 
Officiis.'* “ Dasabodlia, or lustruelion to Di.sei])les,‘’ is, like many other w orks of 
the poet and .saint lliiindiis, extremi'Iy pojuilar, and has gone through several 
editions. The hook treats of Vi'dantism, of piety, devotion, virtie', (fee., and 
is extensively road, particularly among the Marathi students of Vedantism. 



27f TramU. —Only a work or two are registered under this head at times. 
The work registered this year possesses unusually great interest with .the 
Mardthi reader. “ Panditi Ramdbdi Yiinchd Inglandcha prawAs, bhag pahik, or 
the journey to and residence in England of Panditd RamAbdi, Part I, is the pro¬ 
duction of a learned Brdhinan lady—a Sankritist—who Iravcllcd over a large 
portion of India in bar earlier days. No Brahman lady ever before visited 
England, and hor going over to the distant country without a male relative to 
protect or guide her in tlie foreign land excited much curiosity as to how she 
fared on board Iho ship, and what impressions were produced on her mind in the 
land of Jibe MlenclielihAs. The announcement tliat a book written l)y herself, 
giving the rcvisons of hpr visit to England (about which the public were in the 
dark), her experiencjcs of a sea voyage, and her first impressions about that 
country, created a great desire to read the work. Wlum tlu^ book Avns published 
there was a lai-ge demand for-it, and it was read with great avidity. The hook 
is well writen and is said to have found favour with a large number of readers, 
principally native ladies who knoAV to read and wri to.

28. Arts. —Of the 19 hooks registered under this head, 16 are ntunbera of a 
monthly journal entitled “ Khoda iviictiwadi Patra, or the Agricultural Pamphlet 
of Kaira,” Avhieli contains inl'orjualinri on tlu'oretieal and practical agric.ulturt* 
collectcid from English works, and gives accounts of agricultural cxhildlions. 
The pamphlet is no doubt higlily useful to the farmers of Oujariit who know 
to read and write anti arc willing to benefit by such information. Tlic pam¬ 
phlet is edited undt'i ilio auspices of the Nadukl Agricultural Committee cora- 
posfid of some European olTiccrs of t he Eovenue Department and a number 
of native gentlemen, .and lias compleled the sixth of its existentie. The 
greatest defect of native painters is their ignorniiec of pta-speetive, and hence 
“ Linear Perspective by 11. BurelKitt, translated into tJujarati,” will contribute 
largely to the inipvovemcut of the native art. The work has heeu pulilished by 
the Educational Dejiartment. 

29. 3io(fr»phy .—Two m uks h.ave beim registe'rod under this head: 
•'Sukha Sadhak, Yiino Ary.i.e dhado huva layak mansamadira tyagi ewa 
ek Aiigrej Grihasthauuii tuiik writt.inta; or Attainment of Happiness—ora 
short autobiograpiiy of an Cnglisii gcmtleman who abstained from eating flesh 
and drinking sprituous lirjuors. from which the Indian Arayans can take a les¬ 
son,” is a translation of a i\Jar;ithi version of an English Avork—the Auto¬ 
biography of a Teetotaler and Vegetarian, Avho jioiiits out from personal expe¬ 
rience the various henelits d'-rivi l from ahstineTu;e from meat and intoxicating 
drinks and drugs combined willi ndusfry and economy. The otlier AAmrk is the 
life of Alex.'inder the Great. The biograjdiy is eomjiilcid from some Englisli 
works and “ Sikandar Kamun,” or I he bi()graj)hy of Alexander in J’ersian. 

JM). jOrrt'«i«.-,-l’A\e.nt.y sc'vim \vork.s under tliis Imad ajijjeared during the year 
under review,* which shows an increase of 5 over the number registered during 
tlio preA'ious year (22). _ Of these, 8 are, small original Avorks and their “ new 
editions,” dramatising Pauranie or other legends, and 14 are works on similar 
subjects, none of which deserve special notice. Tlu* following fiAm books may 
be particularly noticed: “Kamala Dukhadarshak Ndtak, triaiiki; or the Drama 
describing the miseries of Kamala, in three acts,” depicts the misorit's of sepa- 
ratimi from her loA^er and of widondiood experienced by a young girl AAdiose 
avaricious parents married her against her wishes to an old and decrepit 
man for the sake of his riches. The ])arents poison their own son, who lends his 
moral support to his sistej* in her attempts to get herself re-mairied to hor lover. 
The parents tiy also to get the lover murdered, but are frustrated in their wicked 
attempt, and at last repent of their misdeeds. The book aims at condemning the 
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•extensively prevailing onstom of child-marriages, and the unnaturalepractice 
of giving away young gitis to old and decrepit persons for tlie sake of their 
riches, which is followed by poor parents. " Aryotkarshaka, or the Regenerator 
of the Aryas,” and “ Vikramodaya, or tho Rise of Vikranidditya,*’ is a Avork which 
contains two dramatical pieces. The first, “ Aryotkarshaka, ” is an allegorical 
description of the present condition of India. Superstition and vices are said to 
have depraved the people, who arc therefore exposed to various miseries. * The 
people arc exijorted to rouse themselves and shake off the evils by Avliieh they 
are enveloped, and to regain tlieir pri.stine splendour and hapjiiness. The second 
piece, “Vikramodaya,” dramatises the legendary story of I’l'ince Vikmrna litya, 
the founder of the era prevailing in Northern India. .Prince V'^ikrania incurs 
the displeasure of his elder brother, King Rhartrihari, without eause, and is 
sent into exile. Vikrama, however, yearning for the wjdfare of his native land, 
returns to his country on learning that his hrotlior repented the injustiee done to 
him, and assumes the crown by permission of his hrotlior, avIio becomes an ascetic 
in order to secure the salvation of his .soul. “ Pratrip Njitak, or tho Drama of 
Pratdp,” is a Iiistorical di’ama founded upon tho wars of indejK'udence carried on 
by Pralapsinb, the Rauu of Udepur, witli Emperor Vkhar of Dellii. Tiic! battles 
arc sung by the hards of Mewar, and are recorded by Colonel Todd in his Riija- 
stluin. The drama is tolerably well written. “Damayaiiti Swayamwar Natak, 
or the Drama of the Choice of a llnshand by Princess Damaya nti,” is based upon 
the beautiful cla.ssieal story of King Nala and his wif(! Damayanti to ho met 
with in the sixth cha 2 )ter or VVanaparwa of the Mahahharai. Puran, and is w'cll 
know'll to Oriental readers. The drama is a ereditahle production. “tM.tara 
Kamaeharitra Nalak,” or a yday dramatising tlie events deseiilied in tlio seventh 
book or Uttara Kanda of tlie Rumayana, is a translation of the well-known 
Sanskrit work of lUiawabhuti. d'he Iranslation has been wi'll exemited. 
Attenijits like these deserve to he welcomed, inasmuch as they o|)eii tho vast 
field of Sanskrit literature to the vernacular-knowing classes. 

31. Ftclion. —Most of the 15 publications registered under this head are 
reprints of old jiopular tales such as Suda Hohotevi, fciadewant tSaw linga, Paiicb- 
adandui Warla, &c. Th6 following two original works, however, deserve*uotiee : 
“ Riinak Dewi, or a tale of that name,” records the tale of a Ra jput king who 
determines to destroy his newly-liorn female child, heeanse the (-(..irt astrologer 
prophesied tliat the child, having been born under tlie inlhieneo of evil stai‘8, 
would bring misfortunes and ruin oil its parents. The babe is made over to a 
faithful servant for being murdered, but niiracnloiisly escapes the sad fate 
owing to the would-he murderer having been killed liy an iinknciwn piTSon. 
The child is taken aw'ay and adopted by a potter, who names her “ Ranaki,” 
or tlie forest foundling. She grows up and her urisurjiassed lieauty attracts the 
notice of Siddhaivij, king of Patan, wlio resolves to marry her. In tlie mean¬ 
time Khengtir, king of .lunagad, earries her away and marries her. Suldbaraj 
invades Juuagad and lays siege to the foil Kbengiir bravely liglits with the 
enemy, but the fort is at last taken tliroiigb the tnaeheri of Kbengar’s 

ws. Khongar is killed. SIddharaj maki"- love to Ibinak Dewi ami outs 
down in her jiresence her two young sons in ordiw to frigliten lier into submi.s- 
sion. The virtuous princess destroys herself on tin funeinl pyre of her deceased 
husband, bravely discarding to tlie last moment of her existenee (lie amorous 
overtures of tlie cempieror. Tho small talc entitled “Ruddhi auc Rudliini 
Katha, or tlie Tale of Wisdom and Pofmlar Usage,” is an allegorical story con¬ 
demning the jiopular prejudices aud evil customs }uc\ailing among the Gujarati 
Hindus. 

32. nintory. —“History of tho Prench Revolution, translated into Oujarati 
from Mr. Vinayak Kondadoo Oka’s Marathi work,’’ is an alindged history of 
the French Revolution of 1781). The work has been iiublishcd by the Gujardt 



Vernaq-ilar Society. “ Sorti Sotnandth, or the Story of the Idol of Somaadth 
in Sorath,” is the story of the twelfth invasion of India by Mahammud 
Gnznawi, in which the rich temple of Somanath in the province of Sorath, in 
Kathiawdr, was plundered and the idol itself was broken into pieces, and is 
relatiwl with some variations, whiish are apparently introduced to make the 
narrative attractive. 

•33. Medicine. —“ Shtirir ano Waidak Shdstra, or Anatomy and Medicine,” 
is a largo work based upon certain English hooks on the subject. It also con¬ 
tains a list of native drugs, and mentions tlieir uses. It is written in an easy 
and iritefigible language. The work will prove of groat servicio to tins students 
of Euro])ean medicail science who prosecute tlieir studies in OujanUi. “Waid- 
vak Wiliis, or tlic Scic'nce of Mialicinc,” briefly deseribes diseases and prescribes 
medicines for them. TJiis book also is mainly based upon English works, and 
gives a few native mi'dical veceijits. It will prove of great use to the Gujarati- 
speaking public, as it is written in a yiopiilar style. “ Kdlora, tmio upadraw, 
ane I'elawo, ane 1e atakuMina nyiiiyo, or the Cholera Epidemic and the means 
of ckeeking it,” is a popular (h'siaiption of the epidemic and of the means of 
preventing or checking its attacks. 

3t. MiseeUdneoK-'t. — Under this head the following works deserve parti¬ 
cular notice; “ NiUwaeliar..i, or JMorai Essays,” apyiears in its third edition. It 

eonvi'vs moral instrnetion to eliddren in I'asy language and attractive style. 
“JSiti anc Jjnukikdlinrma ivishe I’rashnottarh ” is a translation of an Engli.sh 
catechism on moral and social duties. It has been syiccially ym'parcd for use 
in the vernaeular seliools of the Earoda State. “ Slri Milra, or a Ihaeiid of 
the Womaiikimi, givi's medical and other useful advice to women .as to liow to 
preserve li(*a1tli ordinarily ;iswi;]l;is during iireginmcy and child-hirth, and as to 
how tohriui; up children during their in fancy. This work will undonhtedly yirove 
of great scr\ieo to (Jujaniti women, who arc gmierally ignorant of the import¬ 
ant snhjeets tn'aied of in the hook. “ Vi'dashastnidi Vidy.is.ara, or the Con¬ 
tents of the Vedas, Shaslvas, il,e.,” is a brief review of Sanskrit, literature. 
It also contains information on miscdlaneous mailers such as Enddbism, 
Jainisfn, ibe s'-vernl Indian eras, Ac. “ Tarsi Prakasb, being a record of im¬ 
portant events in tin growth of the Tarsi Community in Western India, ebro- 
nologically arningi'd from the dale of tlieir immigiution into India to the 
present (iay, I’art V 111,” is a number of Ibe series tliat contains a vast mass of 
useful information eolh'ch'd hy the author from various sources, ymhlished .and 
unymiiiisln (1, and carefully and l.ahori.iusly collated and compiled. "No yiains 
Sf'cin to havf* been spared to render tbe w'ork a eomjdete and antliontie 
Tcytosilory of .all facts eonm-eled wilb the history of tbe Tar.sis of 'VVe.sti'm 
India. “ Essay on Tatriotism ” nu utions the various stock cnmyilaints of India, 
and ('xberls the natives to be oatriotie, and to elfeet the moral, mental, social, 
and yxditieal n'generaliim of tdieir country. In a few placi's the sentiments are 
strongly exymessed. 

35. JPoeiry. —'• Ilunnarkb.anani Cbadbai Ilindustbdn upar, or the Invasion 
of India by llunnarkhan, i.c., a yiersonifleation of arts and seieneos,” .ayiyiearsin 
itstimth edition. The small work laments the ignoinneo, sloth, and superstition 
prov.ailing in India, describes the imyioverishment of the country brought on by 
tbe extinction of the indigenous arts and .sciences, .and exhorts Ibe n.atives to 
shake olT their viet's and to achieve the regeneration of their motherkancl by 
scienlilic and industrial acquirements. Tbe small tract entitled “ Eliik Sbataka, 
or a hundn'd verses on Eeggary,” condemns mendicancy which extensively 
prevails in India in various forms, .and advi.ses able-bodied beggars to follow 
remunerative industries. “ Miingalik tlilawali, or a Collection of Songs to bo 
sung on joyous occasions,” and “ Kacheba Garbawali, or Garbi Songs wTitton at 
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the request of a Princess of Cutch,” are works from the pen of a poptilf* living 
poet of Gujarat, DalpatrAm Dahy^bhai. The first-named work contains very 
popular songs to bo sung at births or birth-days, marriages, and mnny other joyous 
occasions. It was composed at the request of, and lias betm p.alronised by, 
the Clucf of Wadhwan. The latter work, “ KachcliaGarbawali,” conttun8.songs 
mostly upon educational and moral subjects. They were composed and pub¬ 
lished at the desii'c of Maharani Shri Ndnibd Saheb, the dowager prince^ of 
Cutch, who rewarded the aiitlior for his lal)ors. “ Mauoranjaka Pi-atiipakdwya, 
or verses composed by Pratap and pulilished in momf>ry of the association named 
Manoranjdk or entertaining, of n hicli ho w'as a mc‘mb(!r,'’contai)3s detached verses 
on diffei’ent subjects, suiih as jwaises of <*crtaiu deities of the Hindu pantheon, 
Indian seasons, ])overty, &c. The woj’k hears |)!irtie.ular interest bceauso the 
poet is .said to be blind, liaving lost his sight at tlio early age of tliree years, and 
said to have educated himself after Iho ago of thirteen by having certain books 
read to him by a fibmd. 

8(). Politics.— single publication under this bead is a re|)rint of a trans¬ 
lation of “ Widuraniti, or the Advice of Widur to bis eoiisin Hluitariislitra on 
polity and morality,” which is an extract from the Mababhaiut. The traosijitor 
is not known. The book is veiy ]io])ular, and has passed through numerous 
editions in almost every living language of India. 

87. ItelUiion .—“ Jlralima Dliarma Mata aiie M'ishwm', or Piahmoism and 
Paith, ” is a trati.slation of lh(> original work in Bcnaili by Dewendniiiatb 'i'dgor. 
It contains nini*. sermons inculcating llu' |)rincipli's of deism according to Indian 
ideas. “ Paryusimna .M;l!iiltmya, or the Glory of the T’ai'yuslia,na ])(‘i-i(^(I, ” is a 
.Tain work in old Gujarati. It contains legends in gloriticatiou of the Purvusliana 
period commonly e.illcd Padnsatti Mas, or l,b(! holy period of Pni'ynslian;i, which 
oommonca's on .'V’sluulli JSlmddha lolh and emds on lihailrap.'id Shii.Mlia oth, last¬ 
ing for lil'ly days. During tln'sc dajs tli<! .Jai^s observe fast.s a'ld li.sten to 
readings from their scriptui-e, the Kalpasntra. 

88. Srit'iioc (Nalurdl und oU ’>rj .—The works nntlcrlliishe id ai'(! a number 
of school-hooks and a w'ork entitled “ iMcteorology ” compiled from several 
English books upon the subjeiit. 'J'lie ignorarice of natives on this important 
subjeet makes the work a valuable aeeessiou to Gnjarali scieniilio iiteralnre. 

8!). Trdmdu. —Tin'single work under tins head is eniilled “Muinbaitlii 
Yurop I'nrafiia I’rawasni Noiulha Patrika, or a Diary of a 'I'r.ivcd from Bombay 
to Enropo niailc from l‘2t,b May to 22iid Novemhi'r ISSl,” an 1 is the jiroduction 
of a young IVirsi gentleman who in eomfiany with bis four Irieinls wimt on a 
tour to Great Britain ami ludaiid and tin' Continent of linrope. The eonntrics 
visited were Italy, k’rain-e, B.'lgimn, llollaiul, Gernriny, Swilzerlaml, I'oland, 
Russia, Turkey, Hungary, Aiistiia, and IJgypt. 'J'liediiiry eonlains brnd'di'serip- 
tions of the various places and sigliis visited and witnessed by the jiarfy on their 
tour. The work is publisln'd for private eirenlatiou and will prove entertaining 
to those for wliose benefit it is intended. 

lliNDI. 

40. Almost all the pithlications in this language are cither school-books or 
reprints of old works tliat do not call for special notice. 'I'lie following work 
under the head Poetry deserves jiartienlar menliori: “ Pr.ahin Sagar, or the Tale 
of Princess Kaliiprawir. and Prince Ras Sugar, ” is a .story in verse by Meramanji, 
a Chief of Rajkot and the great-great-grandf ilher of I he present ruler. It was 
composed about one hniulveil yearn ago. The story relati's that a ceidain 
attendant of the gad Shiwa negleete l liis duty on one oecision by remaining 
absent at home and enjoying the company of his wife, lie was thereupon cursed 
bv his master to an oavl hly ■cxisteiiee and to snifer the pangs of ep.nil ion from 
his wife, who also was condemned to a similar doom. They appear on earth—-the 
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attenrlaat as Prince Rasa S^gar and his beloved as Princess Kaldprawin. They 
happen to see and become enamoured of each other, and though they try to come 
togetlicr as husband and wife, remain separate and suffer the excruciating pangs 
of'separation. After the period for which they were condemned to suffer the 
awarded ])unislimcnt was over, they asoended to heaven bodily, and were joyfully 
received by their friends. The story is intermixed with much information on 
divefse sul)je(!ts such as the Tauranic theory of the earth’s geography, a descrip¬ 
tion of the heavens, the education of a prince, the conduct of a king, politics, 
prognostications, chase, chiromancy, an army and its accoutrements, war, a royal 
marriage.* art of love and a description of the merits of the sexes, amorous sports, 
gestures and mnvoimmts., music, medicine, season.s, Sanvashi or religions Brahman 
rnendi(!anls, versilicalion, Yoga philosophy, arithmetical puzzles, kuonledga of 
horsellcslj, and sc'voral others. If Aleramanji was the real autlior of the work 
he must have had a good knowledge of versilication and the subjects mentioned 
above, wliich is an uncommon occurrence among the Indian princes of recent 
times. The story is attractive. 

■ ' TJnnn. 


41. Biotirnplnj. —The single publication under this head is “ Tarikh-ul- 
Awfi-liya dildo Saiii, or the hives of Mahoinedan Saints, Vol. II.” It gives 
biograpliical sket'du's of s('verai well-known saints who flourished in the last few 
contm ios, such as* Ali bin llusen Kashifi, Syad Jmainudin Goolshanahadi, 
KLhwi'ija lli.samuddiu Shashi, Khwaja Mahomed Parsa, and numerous other 
awaliysis. 

42. Brnnin.- -The fifteen puhlications entered under this head .are small 
dramas writlen specially for the stage. They*amplify a love .affair between a 
prince and a prim-ess or a prince and a fairy, in hodi oases calling in the aid 
of genii, goblins, aud other miraculous agencies so very attractive to Oriental 
imagination. Tliesc works, oflcourso, carry some .sort of moral. The following 
may ho considered typical ])rodiietiotis; “Nakhsc Sulemani Urfa Sliadadi 
Behe-shtaka Unlu Khel, .''^■itak Tin IVilika, or King Solomon’s Amulet or tlic 
King Shad.'id’s r.-iradise, a 1' rdu drama in three acts, ” contains a story that 
a Malioincdau king, liaviie^ no male issue aud possessing an only daughter, 
proclaims on his (h'ath-hed that his kingdom aud his daughter shall he given to 
a pi'ison who brings Solomon’s amulet. A nobleman’s son, who ruined his an- 
ce.stral fortune by a reckless coiir.s(! of life, succeeds in securing the talisman 
by leading a ])ious life and gains the. ]U’ize, while his African servant, who 
attem])ts to get it by an im])ious (murse of conduct, diesa rniscrahlc death. The 
fairies 1ak<‘a conR|)i<*uou.s pa ' in thc.se transactions. “ Pak Asiuat Kdjanin 
Urfa Jarkiiarid Jvlioi-sluid, litak Do Babkii, or the drama in two acts of the 
Chasb; AVoman or Quiicn Ivho,-she'd who was purchased for gold, ” states that 
Pab'.shah, an eiupt'ror of Delhi, was displeased with his queen, Khorshed, and 
sold her for her u(>ight iu gold to J-'irozsh.-ih, a prince wdio had left his home in 
llie disguis(i of a uiendiant. Kiiorsliod heartily loved her purchaser. They 
happened to be separated, and met with divers adventures. Khorshed preserved 
her chastity under very advei-se (urcuuistauces. At last tlicy met each other 
aud led a liappy life. 


40. Mt’iiieiiic .—“ Outlines of the Anatomy of Horse, with a concise de- 
scri])tinu of its disease's and the treatment thereof, ” is a work that will prove of 
gn’at use to ))ersons ho keej) hor.scs and to cavalry soldiers. It is said to have 
hi'cn coni])iled from lectures delivered iu 1882 by Dr. Steele, Inspecting Veteri¬ 
nary Surgeon, Bombay Anny. 

41. Poetry .—“ A-ktiide. Ahleliak, or the Faith of true believers,” upholds 
the doctrines of tlie Sunni sect and condemns the remaining Mahomedan sects. 
“ Fagano Dehii, or Lauicutations on the Fall of Delhi," laments over the pillage 



and partial demolition of tlie city of Delhi and the loss of its re^l s|4endont 
during the Indian Mutiny. Hie work is a collection of verses by different authors. 

45. Philosophy. —“Mirdtul Kliiydl, or the Mirror of Imagination," is a 
small publication on mental philosophy. It appears to be a translation of some 
English work on the subject. . 

Sanskrit. 

46. All the books published in this language during the year under report 

are repuhlications, with 11»e exception of a dramatical work, noticed further 
on, which is an original production. • 

47. Biography. —The singh' publication entered under this head is entitled 
" Prapannainritani, or tlie Nc'ctar for tlic liefugees,” aud is a biography of Guru 
or Preceptor liaiuaiiuj!i, the founder of the Waishnawa sect that I)oars his 
name, lie flourished towards the latter part of the twelfth century. The 
sect draws its doctrines from works ou Vedauta aud the Vishnu and other 
Purans. 

48. Drama. —“ Sawitri Charitram Chhaya Ndtakam, or the Drama «f the 
Story of Priucess S.iuitri, ” is :iu original production dramatising the stoiy of 
Sawitri, a young, hoantifni. and sagacious, princess, and a most devoted aud 
dutiful wife. The iM-antifiil legend is well known to European Orientalists 
under the name of “ Sawitra Akhyau." The drama is pretty well written, 
and is the jwod net ion of Shastri Shankarhil Mdheshwar. The author is the 
head of a Sanskrit e()Hog<! called “ liawajinlj College ” recently opened at 
Morvi under the ])atronage of the Morvi St:ite. Sl»dstri Slninkarlal is also 
reported to h ive composed in Sanskrit a voluminous work entitled “ Parwati- 
parinaya Natak," or tlKMlr.iiua of tlie mirriage of the goddess Parwati, and 
“ Sawitri Cliaritra Natak ’’ is an extract from that work. The learned shaslri 
is said to have composed some other works in Sanskrit besides those mentioned 
above. Tlie remaining two iiuhlications under this head are a leprint of the 
4 bhidnyana Shaknntala of Kalidisa, with the commentary (Artliadyotauikii) 
of Kiighawahhatta, and a r(‘])ul)li(!ation of “ Eatuawali of Shriharshadev.a, d('- 
scrihing the love intrig'nes of King Udayaua with Sagarikd, a priucess of 
Ceylon—olhca-wise called jlatnanali from Ik'v jewel-necklace. 

49. Fiafioii .— Undm- this head are classed the reprints of the " Ilitopadesha 
of Wishmisharma, or liscful Advice by Wi-hmisliarrna,” the well-known class- 
book for beginners in Sanskrit, and of “ Dashakumar Cliaritra of Dandin, with 
the commcmtarics (P;idael)andrika and Bhusliaiia) of Kawindra Saraswati and 
Shivaram,” which is an account of the advemtures of ten princes related in 
prose, in a series of tales. 'I'he antlmr of the latler ivork flourished about the 
eleventh century. The commcntai-ies are valuable, aud their publication is 
calculaled to ])rove very useful 1o (lie studeuts of that work. 

50. Language. —'I'here is niilcr tins liea,d a neatly pi-inted edition of 
“ Amfirkoslia, witli th(“ (smimi'iitary of IMahesluvara, eularged by llaghuuath 
Shastri Talekar, edited willi an index by (31iintaman Sliasfri TJi-ittc." Amar- 
kosba is an e.xtremcly popular old standard Sanskrit dictionary, and many 
native students of Sanskrit know it by heart The present edition contains the 
original text of Amnrsinha with an easy jiaraphrase in Sanskrit, and an alphabe¬ 
tical index of all the words oeeurring in the text. The edition was prepared 
under the supervision of Dr. Kielhorn, lai(‘ Prufes.sor of Oriental Languages in 
the Dncean Collegi*. ITuder tliis head also appears a reprint of the Vyakarana- 
Mahahliashya of Patanjali edited by Dr. ]'\ Kicil orn. Professor of Sanskrit in 
the University of (lottingen, Yol. II, I'art 11. Professor Monier Williams says 
in his “ Indian Wisdom “To Patanjali we owe one of the most wonderful 
orammatieal works that the-genins of any country lias ever produced, vis., the- 
Mahdbhashya, or ‘ groat commentary, ’ written not so much to exiilain Panini as 
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to defend sucli of his aphorisms as had been criticised by Katydydna.’* Both 
these works have been published by the Educational Department. 

51. Lato.—" Shri Wasishta Dharma Slidstram—Aphorisms on the sacrod 
Law of tho A'ryas as taught in the school of Vasishta, edited with critical notes 

and anulcramanikd, indices of words and Vedic mantras, and an appendix of 
quotations as found in some t)harmanibandbas,” by Rov. Alois Anton Euhrer, 
rh.D., Professor of San-ki-it, Sfc. Xavier’s College, Bombay, is one of the 
oighteen principal codes published after Manii and Ydjnnwalkra. Wasishta is 
bfdicvod to bo one of iVlanu’s prajapatis or patriarchs. The treatise is a mixture 
of prose rnd verse. It has been translated by Dr. Bhuler— vu/e 14th Volume 
of Max Muller’s “ Saert'd Books of the East.” This work also has been publish¬ 
ed by the Educational Department. 

52. lUacelUtneous.-r-^ Wisliwa Gunjidarsha, or a Mirror of tho Beauties 
of the Universe,” is a dialogue between two gaiidharwas or demigods—Kvishdnu 
and Wisluvawasu—who ascend in a balloon and survey the universe. Tho 
former points out the shortcomings and the latter the excellences and greatness 
of some of the objects they survey—such as the sun, the gf)d Rama, the 
River Ganges, Benares, Brahmans, (,ho oe,ean, the god Krisliua, &c. Tho work 
is attractive and entertaining to an Indian reader. 

53. Voelnj .—“ Satik W luistuti, or a Hymn to Wayn or the God of the 
Winds, with a commentaiy by Trinikniiuiicliarya, is a hymn in ])raise of 
Madbwn, otherwise, (xdlcd ATiandatirtlia, who is believed to lx; an incarnation 
of the great god Wriyii. Madhuiuduirva was the founder of thi; Waishnawa 
sect which goes bv Ids name. 'J’lie liymn is cousidorod very sacrod, and is daily 
repeated by tlie ] •!lowers of the sect. 

54. ltdujion .—“ Sat.ik Slu-i JN'anakcbandrodaya, or the Ris(‘of Nanak, with 
a commciitavy,” describes the achievements of jV.inak, the IbuiKh'r of tho 
religious se<*t called the Sikh or X:inaK Shahi, extensively pn'vailing in the 
Punjab. Guru iSaiiak was of the Kshatriya <!asi(', and was born in A.D. 1 t(J9 
at Talwandi, near Lahore. Tin' origiml work is comparatively of recent date, 
and was composed Ivy iTainjriram at the re(pje-.t of King Bhaginalla. Tho com¬ 
mentary is said to have bt'i n eonijvusetl twejity years ago. 

Akabjc. 

65. Language .—“ Sharin' IMullii .l.imi, or the Explanation by Mulld Jarni,” 
is an explanation of Kalia, a work on Arabic syntax. 

S.VNSKRIT ANU MAKA'TUt. 

50. Minccll'mcons .—Goldsmiths atnl some other artisan classes consider 
themselves as the d(;sceudaiit'^ of tin' god BTshw.-ikanna, tin' son of Brahma and 
the artist of the gods. They a-sert th.it tln'y are Brahmans, and, as such, are 
emtiiled to prrforni the shat..anna or tlie six duties peculiar to Brahmaus, 
namely, (1) teaching the Vo.la^, (2) holy study, (5) oflering saeriliees, (t) con¬ 
ducting theiry for olliers, (.")j giiing gifts, and (0) aee.epliiig gifts. “ Wishwa 
Brahma Kulotsaha.'or I he Joy of tlie Bi-ahmans de-soended from Wishwakarma,’’ 
a w'ork meant to strengthen the position taken by the gollsmith class, is a 
collection of extracts from Shnitis, Smritis, and the Puiaiis, of edicts of Shan- 
karacluirya, the head spiritual guide of the Hindus, of decisions of British 
ofiicci's and courts of justice, and of other documents, showing that tho Kanadi 
Pdiichal Sonuvs or goldsuiitlis arc Bralmniiis, and are ('iititled to perform the 
shatkai Qia or the six dutnss. 'J’hc vvoik also tries to meet tho objections taken 
by Bialunaus and other castes to the claims pi'eferrcd by goldsmiths to Brdh- 
mauhood. 

Sanskktt and English. 

57. Fiction .—A new cdiiion of Bana's Kadambavi, one of the greatest and 
best works in prose and in verse in tlic iSanskiil literature, edited by iT-ofcssor 
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Peter Peterson, M. A., Professor of Sanskrit in the Elphinstone College, 
Bombay, and late Bodort S<anskrit Scholar of the University of Oxford, has been 
issued by the Educational Department; and as a supplement to it the present 
volume, entitled “ Kadambari—Part II —Fasciculus 3 ; Notes to the Uttarbhdga 
and an introduction to the whole work,” is now published. The iutroducUon is 
leaimed, and the notes may prove useful to a study of the work. 

58. Toctrff .—“ The First Book of Ramayaua wdlh notes for the use of 

schools ” is also edited by Professor Peter Peterson, and is puldished by the 
Educational Department. The book contains the Bala Kanda only, or the 
portion relating to the boyhood of King lldnia.

In continuation of Mr. Bolton’s letter No. 8G6, dated the 81st Jkily 1683, 
and with refcrcnc<i to Major ColJcn’s letter No. 1147, dated the 3()th July 
1884, I am directed to submit, for the information of the Government of India, 
a coj)y of the Annual Report on the Bengal Library, for the year 1883, and the 
analyses of books received in the Library, together with the usual statistical 
forms Nos. I to IV. __ 

Report on the Bengal Library for the year 1883, 

Tho number of books receiv(>d in tho Bengal Library during tho year 
1883 was 2,218, exceeding the number received in 1882 by G.’iO, and the largest 
number received in any year befonj tin; year under report by 395. The average 
number of books received in a year has not up to this time exceeded 1,000, so 
the number of books which came into the Library last y('ar v\as more than 37 
per cent, in excess of the average. This increas<!, although extraordinary, wa,s 
perfectly ])roj)ortional in at least the nu)re important languages ; and as regards 
the dilT<‘rent h(>ads under which books are cl.assified in the I.ilirary, it. does not 
appear to have been contined to any one of them, tb('r('by indicating any j)arti- 
eular direction in which its causi' might be sought or found. In Bengali, for 
instance, there was a large increase in five of the most numerous classes, as the 
follorw'ing statement uill show:—

There doi's not exist much affinity or close connection betweem these sub¬ 
jects, and it would lie therotori' erroiu'ous to attribute the increase shown in 
ihmii to any single* special eau.se. Perbaiis tin* increase, which was so general 
in character, was an indirect result of tin; general mental awakening or agita¬ 
tion caused by the unusually strong political excitement uhicb has prevailed ; 
in the country for nearly two years. It may also be oliservcd that the 
literature of Bengal exhibited far higher excellence last year than it. has at any 
time during lb('last live or six years. This will appear from tho following 
analytical statement. 

Arts. —The books received on this .subject were neither many in number 
nor very varied in description. The higher arts were almost unrepresented, 
with the (exception of music and painting. Tho most interesting work on 
music w’as one by Rajah Surendro Molmn Tagore, entith'd “Hindu Music from 
various authors,” consisting of a collection of papers on Hindu music by Euro¬ 
pean connoisseurs in tho art, like Sir William Jones, Ca])tain Willard, Sir W. 
Ouselcy, &c. An elementary work on the same subject, explaining Ragaa, 
Raginis, Talas, &c., was also published in Hindi. IV^orks relating to the art 
of painting have only begun to come in within tho last year or two, and are

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thcrcfofc very few in number. They all come out of the Calcutta Art Studio, on 
association of artists who are mainly, if not exclusively, students or ex-students 
of the Government School of Art. The pictures issued by the Studio generally 
relah'to subjects in Hindu religion and mythology, and, although very tar from 
]>erf('(’t in execution, are (ioitainly su])crior to anything of the kind which is 
«»r(U»arily found in thih count 17 . These i)icturos may be expected to serve 
iinpoxtant ('dueational purjMtees by dcvidojnng and refining the artistic sense of 
the jK'oplc of this country, who look ujion the coarse engravings pi-efixcd to the 
Jtcngjili .‘dniaiiacs and tlie hideous i)icturcs of Jagannath .and his sister Subhadra 
in coliiiirc'd oil, xvliicli may l)c found in both hut and hall in this coxmtry, ns 
nn'Ktci picw". of pictorial art. The selection of subjects from ndigion and 
m.vtliology and the almost exclusive pref(‘rc 7 iee given to those subjects appear to 
l)(‘ vciy judicious, and .are undoubtedly called for in the ahsenee of that general 
cull lire, eonjiU'd Milh a knowledge of the fundamental principles of the art of 
paijiliiig, which is needed for tliestudy and appreciation of pictures. For every 
Iliiide, e-M'n the poorest and the loxvest, hidng more or less acquainted with the 
mythology of his country, the mythologii-al pictures which arepaintedin tlie Art 
Studio e.splain tliemsches to him, and lie is thereby enabled, without the help 
of lecture or lecturer, to judge and ascertain for himself in what xvay those 
])ietur<‘s an an advance a ml an imin lemenl. It is to he therefore hoped tiiatthe 
gi'iitleinen who work in the Art Sludie will continue to draw Mihjeets for tlieir 
pielure<- from Hindu mylliology latlier than from other .sources, and that, when 
they do turn to other sources, lhe,\ vxilt not lra\el beyond those sjihores of life 
ill wliicli the ordinary lieugali ordinarily dwidls, and outside of W'hieh are things 
whicli the ordimny biugali will not understand except by special .studv. 
The jiictiirc ol Ihi' .Icalous little child demanding a ]iiecc of red cloth froiu 
its mol her (forming the last in the scrap-hook issued oti tlie 28th Deeemher 
aldiough not mythological, is domestic eiioiigli to explain itself (o 
cM'iy Jtcngali. I’.ul the granih'r jiiclure of the t'liitor ])iinccsscs Ihrowing 
tlicmschcs into till'lire in (he ]ircsenee of the liclorious Aila-ud-din, wlneh 
immediately jticccilcs the jiictm > of the Jealous eliijil, is one wInVIi xvill not 
CNjilaiii ilscil to the e'-dinary T'cugali, and will therefore fail to educate his 
crude artistic sense. A • \v w u-ks on somi'of tin* useful arts, ^ueh as agri¬ 
culture, eookeiy. and ealigraph^X, were ri'eeiyeil duiiiig the year. Of these 
Ki an elemeiitaiy work on agrieulluri'wi*ilteu in fh-ija, by Halms

Atteiiliou wa" dr. in in some jn-ei ions reports on (he HengaJ 
l.ilirars lo (lie lileiary iiitliieiiee exi fedlylhobew Dispensation proached by 
the late Ihilui Kesliah ('lianilra Set . 1'he same ir.lluenee is still visible in the 
proiliietioii til siieli,iorks as iftiiiinfa, or 77/e of the Life of 

.7t''//.s Chi-isl, by H.ibii 'I'railokia Natb Sjpiyal, and MiihopuriiHliehorit^o^ Livenof 
jred /V/'At>///t</eA', by Habu (Irish (’liamlni Sim. Inacharifamrita contains a 
n•ln•atl\e (it all the iuter“sting incidents in Ibe life of Jesus Chri.st and of 
all ins aeiioiis as a religious teacher, and an exposition of tlio moral and 
rcli"Kills pimeiiiles which were jireaelied by him. The author writes from the 
staniljiomi of the New Dispensation, ami his iiiterpretalion of the mission and acts 
of Je.siis Cii-'sl Ihert'l'ore dillers from that wdiieli is ordinarily given by Clirksliaii 
writers. Hut .1 It hough writing from a non-Christian .staudiioint, Halm Trailokya 
Nath Sany il’s treatment of his subject is not at all sectarian in its nature,Itut is 
thoioiighly loiiiig and eiithiisiaslie. It is a great and good life vicAved as a 
irreai und good example lor all humanity. Ju the same spirit is aLso 
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written Babu Grish Chandra Sen’s Mahapurmkeharita, Volume I, wliioh oontains 
a memoir of Abraham, compiled from some Persian works. The Christian 
Vernacular Education Society published during the year a memoir of Martin 
Luther, entitled Martin Lutharer Jibancharit o KdryakalAp, or tlio *Lifc and 
Actions of Martin Luther. Auotlier biographical work published for (uhicational 
purposes was a brief memoir of Napoleon Bonaparto in Hindi. The piililiea- 
tion of a small pamplilet containing a higlily eulogistic account of the earotir 
of Babu Surcndi'a Nath Banerji Avas undoubtedly due to the exeitonumi, 
caused by the contempt case in the Calcutta High Couit. Babu Copal 
Chandra Mukharji wrote a memoir of the late Prince Consort, (‘iitithtj 
Saj-jibani, in the hope that the remarkable example of practical boneA^olenee 
and social usefulness prcjsented in the life of a man whose high rank placed it in 
his power tcj live all his life in arisfoeratie pride and isolatioji, would he studic'd 
with advantage by both men and women in this country. The author has, 
however, excluded from his work the jxditieal aspect of the Prince’s career. 
A memoir of the laic Jtistice Dwaraka Nath Mitra was written in English 
by Babu l)iual).andhu Sanyal. It is not exactly such a memoir as one could 
wish to hav('. of a man who by sheer foixa*. of genius and charaetew made 
himself one bf the first Bengalis of his time. But considering tlie dilfieulty 
of giitting jirojxT materials for the biography of a man who himsidf never 
thought of leaving such materials behind him, as well as the close personal 
friendship which subsisted lu'tween ilic biographer and the illustrious subject 
of his memoir, tlie imperfeetioiis of Ihi* compilation and the .somewhat llos- 
wellinn style hi which the narrative is in-esentc'd may well lx* cxeusi'd 
And there nill still remain cnouirh to speak for the author’s industry and 
enthusiasm in preparing a pi'rmanojit ri'cord of an illuslrions and exemplary 
life. Some progress was made in the rcpnhlicatioii of Ahul Pazl’s Akhnniamah 
by the Asiatic Sixdety of Bengal. 

Drama. —Beni:ali dramas may be ronglily divided into seven classi's— 
mytbologieal, historical, social, moral, pidilieal, general, ami pm-soiial. The 
most numerous of tlie,so classes is the, mjthologieal, as many as 41 out of 72 
dramas ri'ceived last year li,'laing belonged to tliat class. Tlii'.se mythological 
dramas simply relate stories from tlie Puraiias, llie llaiiiayaii, the Mahahharat, 
&,c., in the form of dialogue, are always dov-od of Iruc dramatic ehavaiUeristics, 
and seldom possess .any liti'rary merit. They seem to eommand, lunvever, a 
large sale among orlluxlox people in tlie mofussil, where llu' book-makers and 
hook-si'llers of bartal.a have an imh'fatig.ahle and ingeniously contrived agenev 
at work to promote the eireiilaliou of hooks. It is that agency which really 
ministers (otlie lih'rary tastes and intellectual wants ot the large rural popula¬ 
tion of Ihnigal who have not suiUeieiit knowledge of English to iimlerstand or 
ap])ree,ialc what is written by English-knowing Beng.alis, and who an* at the 
same time too strongly alfeeted by the iKwvly-ereatcd l.asb' for novc-lty and the 
new fussy s])irit to he satistied with tlic plain, sober, sini])le,aiul dignitied narra¬ 
tives of Krittihas and Ivashidas, A b'W mj I hological dramas, however, do 
come in every year, which appear to lx: writtmi by a liotlersetof men than 
those who write the Barlald dramas. But they only slightly dilfer from tin* 
latter in point of style, eoneeption, and execution. As works of art thev are 
perhajis as great failures as their Bartala counterjiarts. An ojiera was. 
liowcvi'r, received la.st year cntllhxl Kalnirigayd, or the Fatal Hunt, which was 
composed with much artistic poAver and skill. It Avas Avrittcii by Babu 
llahindra Nath Tagore. 

Strictly historical dramas there arc not in Bengali; and it is only those 
dramas in Avhieh the characters introducied are either drawn from Rajput his¬ 
tory, or arc royal personages likfc the Chiefs of NatiA-e States, and in which 
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accordMgly some part of Kshatriya manners or kingly custom has to be pour- 
traycd that arc styled and regarded as historical for the purposes of classifies* 
tion. Of the historical dramas it should be also observed that they seldom or 
never possess any merit; and as they are exceedingly few in number, only four 
having bfxm, for instance, received last year, the question of their circulation 
and jihe (dass^f persons by whom they are read does not seem to possess much 
importance. 

The social and moral dramas might be spoken of together, inasmuch as the 
increase pf haj)piiies8 and the improvement of character are their common 
object. The socdal dramas are usually directed against Kulinism, early mar¬ 
riage, sale of girls in marriage, marriage in old age, &c.; and moral dramas are 
writhm cliicHy with the view of condemning intemperance of all kinds. Neither 
tlie social nor tlie moral dramas are, however, powerfully or (xiruostly written, 
and it aj)pear8 perf(‘ctly clear, in many instances that those who write them 
think lightly of the vices and evils which it is their object to denounce. While 
their books are therefore pcsrfectly useh'ss as instrumemts of reformation, it may 
be fairly doubted whether they do not exert some mischievous influence among 
the ill-educated men of th(^ lower classes, to M'hom they are usually brought by 
street-hawkers in Calcutta and by Ilartala book agents in t,be mofussil. Among 
the social <lr:imas received last ye:(!' was the late Jlabu l^inabandhu Mitra’s 
.Tamaibdrik, or the Sons-in-Iaw’s Ihirraek, a work of a far liiglier order than social 
dramas ordiiuirily ;ir(’, and coatainiug a grajdiic and humorously drawn picture 
of the IJongali (jlutra-juumi, or son-in-law living in the houst^ of and supported 
by bis fatb(!r-in-law, 'uit rojidercd cxcix'dingly (d)i('ctioual)le by the us(f of 
grossly obscene exi)res.,;ons. The nork lias reached its fifth edition. It is 
(dear, however, that J5alm Dinabandliu Itlitra’s popularity is fast waning. Of 
bis numerous works, only Nub'ni Tapwtn'ini seems to bi> in some demand, and 
the NiMarpnu may be said to be still ali^e only fortlu' use that is made of it 
on the Calcutta stage. J'lv(!n his (deverost work, Sadhabdr El/ulatti, has not 
re-ai)pearc(l for many years. The total number of social and moral dramas 
received last year was I t. 

General and political drajuas might bo also spoken of together, because 
Bengali authors, having pol'.icul feolings or ojiinious to express, gcn(’r.al]y embody 
them in dramas nbieh, a.s treating jirincipally of love and other things not 
necessarily connected with jxilitics, fall ajipropriatcly under tlie head of 
genernl, iiistixid of embodying them in dramas treating ex<dusiv(dy of polities. 
Wliat is usiidly done to express political ojunions and se.ntinu’iits in dramas is 
this. A story with two hners in it is eomuu'need. Tlie lovers are in most 
instances members of ridgning iLin''u families, or iM'.sidents of a village which is 
owned by a ricdi and dissolute zei lindar. After the hero and heroine have 
fallen madly in love with eacdi other either a Musulinan invasion takes placi;, 
or the zemindar forcibly earries olT tlu' girl. In the first case the hero is seen 
preparing to go to \v;ir in order to rejnd tiu' invader. The heroine, forgetting in 
t he eeastaey of her iiowly-forim'd love the dangers Avhieli tlireaten her father’s 
t tate, implores her lovi’r in the manner of Andromache in tlie Iliad to irmaiu 
at home, lotting others go to the. serene of danger. This arouses the hero’s in- 
diguation against the Lavaca invader, and he makes long inflammatory speeches 
denouncing Yavana, Mlechchha, and all. In the seeoud ease the hero begins 
haranguing against tyranny aud arbitary ])Ovver, and, failing to rescue his be¬ 
loved, begins 1,0 denoiiuoc all oppressors of men, prays to God to destroy them, 
and hurls defiance against them. It is in this way that Jlengali authors, whilst 
writing political dramas, emhiavour to assume a non-political apiicarance—a 
course which they adopt probably from a fear of the legal cousequimces of 
writing political (lrama.>-, in an umlisguiscd form. Political dramas, in a purely 
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political form, are, however, published in this country, though not often* One 
such drama was received last year, entitled Bhdratmdtd, or Motlier India. India 
is represented in it as a venerable old lady wlio is .sorrowing for the loss of .'ill 
that was once dear to her, and receiving from a female comforter (who seems 
to be an impersonation of the fortune of India) assurances of better days under 
the auspices of Lord Kipon. The drama was written on the occasion of a rAcet- 
ing of 20,000 persons hold at Dacca on the '’subject of local self-government, 
Babu Charu Chandra Mukharji published a Bengali tmnslation of Shakspearc’s 
Tempest under the name Prakriti; and a reprint of Sir 'William Jonca’ English 
version of Sakunlala was also brought out. Some new draiuas were publislicd 
in Hindi, in one of which, entitled Bhdratikmidsd, India is described a.s being 
in a very miserable condition on account of the increase^ of sickness, the growth 
and prevalence of malaria, the rise in tlie price of food-st\ilTs, the inulti[)li(!ation 
of taxes, &c.; and in another, two lovers become uuik'd to each other by 
propitiating the god Surya or tlic Sun. 

Fiction. —A masterly work was received last year in this department of 
Bengali literature. It was B.abu Bankim Chandra Chatlerji’s Anunda Matha, 
which has alr<*ady run through two editions. The story described in the 
book se<!ms to have been suggested by tlie account of the Sannyasi disturbance 
given in Dr. Ilunter’s Annals of Rural Bengal, and in Warren Ilaslings’ own 
corresiMmdenee published by Jllr. Gh'ig. But Babu Bankim Chandra’s Sannyd- 
sis, though possessing high religious eultun*, are not Sanuaydfis of the ordi¬ 
nary mendicant tyj)e. Nor are they the mere bandils and robb(*rs which 
Dr. Hunter’s Sannaydsis wen*, but tlie brave and robust peojile which 'Warren 
Hastings describes them to have been. They .are men of the highest culture, 
who have banded themse]v,'s against the despotic JMusulinan rulers and farmers 
of revenue in Bengal, and .are under a stiwn vow of self-denial, to the extent of not 
even seeing their wives, until they have liberated their conn try from t be ty nanny 
of the Rajah of Nagore. They live m forests as resolute and enthusiastic 
patriots—saintly lliinlus who lighlin the name of the God of their forefathers— 
perfect men with w’ise heads, loving and trustful lu'arts, .and long and sinewy 
ai'ins. Jake. Homer’s heroes they are massive men who can eat up masses of 
food; hut unlike Homer’s heroes they are cultured beyond their age. They 
keep their vow and succeed. They defeat both the Rajah and the Company’s 
sepoys sent to the aid of the Rajah. But they do not proceed further. They 
submit to the English rule which was then being established, because they think 
that their countrymen will require English help and guidance in I'llcoting their 
regeneration. Tlie work is undoubtedly w'ritten from ])atriolie motives, but the, 
author’s patriotism is loyal to the cause of order and good govenimeiit, and is 
not of that ignorant, injudicious, and reckless tyjio w'hich loads many Bengali 
authors to ignore or disrc'gard the necessity and wholosoineiiess of the £)respnt 
|)oliticai regime, and the true and permanent inten'sts of the countly. As a 
work of art and imagination this is probably one of Bahu’Bankim Chandra’s 
very best. A gri'at idea has been pictured out with remarkable, imaginative 
jiower and artistic skill. Balm Rahindra Nath Tagore wrote a novel, entitled 
Bav, Thdknrdnir Hdt, w'hich, though not very succi'ssful, w^as much better than 
most Bengali novels arc. Balm Damodar Mukharji eommeneed publishing three 
novels, based respectively upon Lord Lytton’s Rienzi, Scott’s Bride of Lammer^ 
moor, and Wilkie Colltns’ Woman in While. Ouc of thorn was of the nature 
of a translation and the remaining two wore ad.aptatious. Altliough nom* of t he 
three works were finished during the year under report, still enough was pub¬ 
lished to show tluit an attempt to Indianisc groat works of art in English cannot 
be very successful, and that the labour involved in sucli ,ati attempt would be 
productive of better or more useful results if bestowed on work of other kinds. 
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Love stories enter into most Bengali works of fiction. Indeed, Bengali 
authors seem incapable of writing a story which is not a story of love, in the 
same way as tlmy sei'-m almost incapable of writing poems which are not love 
poems. But though fond of writing love stories, tlicy do not, or rather 
cannot, relate genuine Bengali love stories. Perhaps they think that suffi¬ 
ciently attractive stonos of love cannot grow out of the peculiar circumstances 
of Hindu social and domestic life; and the opinion is often found expressed 
in Bengali periodicals that the single institution of early marriage prevents 
the growth of any scutinient resembling love in the minds of Bengahs. For 
this reason, as well as on account of the spirit of irreverent recklessness in all 
matters u'hich has seized educated Bengalis, most writers of fiction fill their 
stories with iimidents and occurrences wliich would ho least likely to take place 
among Bmigiilis, and make their heroes and heroines act in a manner which is 
plainly inconsistent with their system of life. In this way not only are 
works of fiction rendered worthless and uninteresting, hut the social purpose 
wliieh is sometimes intended to he imparted to them is coraplefidy frustrated. 
Tliis may hc^ best illustrated by an example. A work of fiction, entitled 
Kaniald, was written last year by Bahu Taraknatli Bisw'as with the view" of 
dimouncing enforced widowhood a-:1 advocating widow marriage. To accom¬ 
plish this purpose, the autlior endeavours to arouse sympathy with his heroine, 
a young Bengali widow, and iudiguation against her neighbours for iuereasiug 
the misery of her situation by means of calumny. But in his passion for the 
romantic and the sonsation.al, and in the excess of his symp.athy w'ith suffering 
widowhood, tli(! authfi fails to see that he has paid little heed to the circum- 
shinces of Bimgali lib and the conditions which Bengali society has imposed 
upon the inlereoursc of friends, rcla( ions and lovers, and has himself given a 
handle to his heroine’s neighbours to im 2 )eaeh her character, by allow'ing 
a young male, friend visit her in a fashion whieli is not Bengali, and wliieh 
Bengalis must therefore look ujion as exceedingly improper. Social novels of 
this type explain the styh' of thougUl of .almost all those educated Bcmgalis 
W'ho eitlier jirofess to he social ‘“oriners, or art; ardimt in their desire for social 
ri'formation. All of tliem seem lo think that soeii'ty is nothing before the 
individual; tliat society has no rights but only obligations, whereas individuals 
have no obligalious hut only rights; and that society, if it have any rights, 
ought to w'aiv(' them when tlio rights of the iudividual are in jeopardy. It is 
this style of thought which ha.'; led the author of KmnalA, instead of finding 
fault with his heroiiio for receiving visits from a young man in an improper 
manner, to abuse tiie entire jiopubtion of her village because they do not 
perform the impossible task of i njairiiig and ascertaining w’hat the object of 
those visits was. 

It has been slated in reporls on tbe Bengal Library for other years that 
works of fiction in Bengali are, as ;> rule, nuieh fewer in number than dramas, 
and an explanatioir of this fact was given in tbe report for 1882. Nothing 
was found in tbe dramas and works of fiction received in 1883 wliicli could 
raise, any doubts about the correctness of that exidanation. And yet it is a fact 
that in the year under rejiort w'ork.s of fiction wore more numerous than 
dramas. The reason is that many works of fiction, not of an original nature, 
but translations, imitations, or adaiitations of bad English books like Ileyuolds’ 
novels, were commenced lasf year. Their publication must be viewed with 
regi’ct as indicating the ('xistence of a vitiated stale of taste and morality 
among at least the lower ranks of the reading community of Bengal. But 
those who write such hooks know that there is. a largo number of persons in the 
country to whom their immo’-al stories will he very acceptable, and they 
accordingly take to this sort of writiug from motives of iirofit. It is therefore 
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more than probable that writing of this kind will go on increasing. Hen do 
not easily cease to do what brings in money. A small novel in Bengali, en¬ 
titled Kusum Kumdri, was published by a native Christian convert, explaining 
a few fundamental doctrines of Christianity and illustrating some principles of 
Christian life. * 

iZw/o/y.—Considerable variety and improvement were observed last,year 
in this branch of literature. Babu Krishna Hari Majumddr commenced writ¬ 
ing a history of India in several volumes, of which the first three will be 
devoted to an elaborate description of the Hindu period. In describing that 
period the author is not following the strictly critical method necessary in se¬ 
parating fact from fable. His plan seems to be to present a summary view of 
Hindu history and mythology on the basis of the Puranas and the epics, in¬ 
cluding a description of the ancient socisil and domestic polity as an integral 
part of the true history of the country. It cannot be said that this is a histo¬ 
rical work written upon the correct historical method. But it is clearly a work 
based on a comprehensive plan which will require for its full execution vast 
reading and varied research. And the volume which has been received shows 
that the author is really in earnest, and prepared to undergo all the labour that 
may be required to succeed in the undertaking. The conception of such a 
work, it should bo carefully noted, is essentially different from that of a merely 
critical paper on a historical subject, or of a piece of composition possessing little • 
beyond an antiquarian interest. It is a conception of the kind which leads to 
the writing of large historical works. The work under notice, as well as the 
attempts which arc frequently made in the Bengali periodicals to write regular 
works on history, are therefore like those rough scratchings of the painter 
which precede and lead to the production of his final and definite form. 
Works like Kuch BiJidrer liihds, or the History of Cooch Bchar, by Babu 
Bhagahati Charan Chatterji, and Bartamdn Nepal Bdjyer Itibritta, or the 
History of the Modem Kingdom of Nepal, besides possessing the value and 
interest attaching to all trustworthy accounts of such States as Nopal and 
Cooch Behar, are efforts which indicate as clearly as Babu Krishna H:u-i 
Majumdar’s book that the historical spirit is developing in this country and 
assuming more or less definite and comprehensive forms. A deeper and more 
satisfactory indication of this development ( f the historical spirit in Bengal is 
«nven in a short work on the constitutional history of British India, entitled 
Bhdratharaher Sdshanprnndli, by Babu Bamdpada Mukharji, which was re¬ 
ceived during the year under report. The constitution of the British Indian 
Government, the land revenue, fiscal, commercial, monetary, municipal, and 
other systems under English ruhj arc described and criticised in this work. 
The book is designed for educational purposes. An interesting history of the 
Bhinga Eaj family was published in English by its present repre-sentative 
Ilajah Udaya Pratap Singha. Historical and geographical works were as usual 
published during the year for educational purposes ip Bengali, English, 
Hindi, and other languages, among which special mention may be made of 
three works on Indian History by Babu Uirfi U.\ Chakrabarti, Babu Nani LAi 
Mukharji, and Babu Rajani Kunta Gupta, respectively, of a brief history of 
Orissa in Uriya by Kumar Baikuntha Nath Be, and of a geography of the dis¬ 
trict of Balasore by Babu Durgd Churn Sahu, B.A. Aryadiger Sanlcshipta 
Baurdmk Idhds, or a Brief Pauranik History of the Aryas, was another work 
written during the year for educational purposes. Rajput history appears to be 
now a favourite subject of study among Bengalis. A reprint of Tod’s great 
work and two Bengali versions of it are now in course of publication. A 
Bengali translation of Bajtarangini was also commenced last year by Babu 
Loknfith Ghosh. 
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Language. —^Almost all the works which are received under this head are 
school-books or works designed for use in schools, and fall principally under 
three heads— primers, readers, and keys. Pandit Iswara Chandra Bidydsd- 
gara’s primers are of course in most general use in this country. But pjimers 
written by other persons are also used. The latter are, however, often pre¬ 
pared on wrong principles, the object of their authors being apparently 
to justify their publication by showing that they differ from Bidydsdgara's 
])rimers. Sometimes, when no change is made in Bidydsagara's alphabet, as 
in the case of one or two primers received last year, a difference is made out 
by priniing a j)ortion of the title-page in red ink. To such mischievous 
and ludicrous shifts many Bengalis seem to bo reduced by their inability to 
earn a scanty livtdihood by other means tlian bookmaking. Among the readers 
])uhlish(!d last year, Bahu Jogendra Nath Bidyahhusan’s Atmotsarga, or 
Self-Bedicjition, deserves noticq. The lessons given in it consist of brief notices 
of men who have devoted their lives to the service of their fellow-men, and 
it is therefore possible that they may prove wholesome reading. But it is 
more probable that their influences on the youthful Bengali mind will be of a 
rather injurious nature. What young men chiefly require, especially in this 
country, is instruction on the subject of the homely and practicable duties of 
social and d(<raestic life. But to p'nc*; before them ex:imi)les of patriotism like 
that of William Tell, or of world-wide iiliilanthropy like that of John Howard, 
is to incite them to do what only a lew select men can do in the course of 
centuries; and the consequence of such teaching in this eountiy accordingly is 
that Bengali youths, while utterly unable to perform ordinary domestic duties, 
sp(!nd their time in hmd-tongued professions of patriotism and in fussy move- 
meuts got up for the purpose of hetteriug the condition of whole nations and 
communities. It is also doubtful wdn'ther young children will he able to 
grasp tlu! class of ideas with which the author desires to imbue them. It is 
at any rate clear that a Bimi)ler and more colloquial style ought to have been 
adopted in the w'ork. Pantlit lianigati Nydyaratna’s moral readc'r, entitled 
JVjitipa/A, was translated into Hindi last year by Pandit Jayanarayan Misra, 
and another Hindi reader, consisting of extracts fi-orei the writings of good 
Hindi authors, was also oojr.piled. A large number of keys is published every 
y(!ar. Host of them, especially the keys to the hooks which are used in the 
lower classes of schools, ai’o ])erfune.torily got up, and contain many errors. 
The keys to the higher text-books used ii\ schools and colleges are generally pre- 
IKired Avith m'eat care, industry, and erudition, licarm'd treatises on Siiuskrit 
giTininiav and rhetoric were Audtten and re])roduc(!d by Mr. A. Burooah. 
Bahu llrisikesh Sastri wrote a Praki-Ma grammar, ('iititled Frdkrlla Bydkaranam, 
for the use of the students of Sanskrit dramas in which Prakrit is copiously 
used. Barai's Bronoimcing, Mynu logwal, and Pictorial Dictiomry of the 
Englisli and Bengali Laugvages made fair progress; and the first volume of an 
IJriya dictionary, entitled Subdauidhi, by Bahu Chdturblmj Patnayak, was 
received during the year. New woj'ks on grammar, <!omposition, and other 
■-.uhjeets of a cognate nature ^werc published as usual in Bengali, Hindi, and 
other languages. 

Law. —The most important original publications of the year under this head 
had refere.ncc, as might he naturally expected, to the land question in geneml, 
and to its bearings upon the suhj(;ct of the Bengal Tenancy Bill in particular. 
The most Icarucd treatise was written by Mr. Justice Field, and published 
under the name of Landholding and the Belation of Landlord and Tenant. The 
Tmiancy Bill was discussed in two pamphlets,— the Principles of the Bengal 
Tenancy Bill Legally Examined by Bahu Nafar Chandra Bhatta, a Judical 
otfiecr of standing and ability, and tlte llestoration of the Ancient Land 
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Law by Mr. Henry Bell. The Chief Justice of Bengal published a kinute, 
Which has now become famous, on the New Rent Bill, and a Bengali transla* 
tion of it also appeared during the year. The TaluqdaH Settlement in Oudh 
was a work published by Babu Edjkumdr Sarbddikdri with the riow of explain, 
ing the fundamental principles of that system almost “ in the very woixls of 
the great statesmen and administrators who hare been the authors of the 
settlement.” It is a useful work ably executed. A new edition of Colekrooke’s 
Mitakshara and Layahhaga was brought out by Babus GoLap Chandra Sarkar 
and Srish Chandra Chaudhuri, and a reprint of the Lnyabhaga with Bengali 
translation was commenced by Pandit Matliuranath Tarkaratna. Digests and 
collections of judicial rulings, Bengali versions and annotated edition's of the 
more imporfcmt Acts of the Legislature, &c!., were pujjlishod ns usual during 
the year under review. Altogether the year 1883 was one of greater Ict^a'l 
activity than many previous years, whilst it is clcai- that the increased activEy 
was mostly, if not wholly, duo to the important measure of legislation which is 
still pending in the Council of the Govemor-Generul. 

The predominance of homcoopathic works on medicane was as 
marked during the year 1883 as it was in many preceding years. Many of 
those works were written with the view of enabling laymen to dispense with 
professional assistance in the treatmetit of several common disc'ases, particu- 
larly cholera, and one was written for use in a homoeopathic school recently * 
established in Calcutta. The most prominent writers of horaceopathic works 
in Bengali are Babus Biharihil Bhaduri, Pratapa Chandra Majumdar, Basanta 
Kumdr Datta, Satkari De, and others. The imu-eusing importance and popu¬ 
larity of homoeopathy was also shown last year in the publication of tw^o 
treatises written on that method in Urdu. lIonuBopathic w^orks, wlien they 
relate to single diseases, treat, in most instances, of fever and cholera. Dr. 
Salzer published during the year a course; of le(;tur(is on cholera and its 
homeopathic treatnumt. Allopathic publications, wliie.h are always few in 
number, an' generally written for use in the medical schools. But one work, 
entitled Jioara lloge Knhmin Byuhahdr Prandli, or the Method of Using 
Quinine in Fever, by Babu Baikuntha Chandra Mukharji, was not written 
for educational purposes, but for the use of the entire native community, 
among whom fever is a very common and also fatal disease, who cannot always 
get doctors to treat them in cas('s of fever, and who often suffer from the effects 
of quinine adniinist<'ie.d to them in injudicious doses by ignorant and incom¬ 
petent medical practitioners. The Hindu system of trcjitmcnt seems also 
reviving, and treatises w'ritten in accordance with it are every year increasing in 
number. Not only are ehissical works on medicine reprinted and translat(;d 
into Bengali, but books are published containing diligently-collected accounts 
of those drugs which, though not mentioned in systematic works on medicine 
liavp been found by experi<'nce to he of great efficacy in sevt jul diseases. The 
Kabiraj seems on the whole to he devoting considerable lahemr and attention to 
the study of his science, and the keen com])etition in which he finds himself 
engaged wdth the followers of other .systems of medicine is apparently increas¬ 
ing his anxiety and stimulating his exertions for the popularisation of what was 
Hitherto an almost inacHicssible department of Sanskrit literature. Durin" 
the year under report Kabimj Kailas Chandra Sen brought out one of Chakra'^ 
panidatta’s medical M'orks, entitled Brabyagunagrantha, or Book Describing 
the Properties of Objects, with a Bengali translation. Kabiraj Rasik Lai 
Gupta commenced reprinting with a Bengali translation a very large and 
authoritative work on Hindu medicine by Bhuba Misra, entitled Bhdba Frakdah ; 
and a similar reprint of one of Bagbhat’s most celebrated wmrks, entitled 
Aatangahridaya, was begun by Kabiraj Bijayaratna Sen Gupta. Kabiraj 
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Gangadtiara Baya’s learned edition of Charak Sanhitd made fair progress, and 
an exceedingly lucid translation of Suaruta was commenced last year by the 
late Dr. Udaya Chand Batta under the auspices of the Asiatic Society of 
Bengal. An interesting pamphlet on the history and uses of tobacco was 
written by Babu Jogosb Cliandra Ghosh. 

Tdiacellaneom. —Some excellent publications were received last year 
under tliis head. An anonymous work, entitled Jdla Pratdpchdnd, described 
the entire story of the so-called Jdla (apurioua) Rajah of Burdteariy throwing 
a flood of 'light on the social and administrative history of Bengal fifty years 
back. Tlic account seems compiled with great care and diligence from con¬ 
temporary records and the most trustworthy tradition. The style of the work 
is pre-eminently the narrative stylo—plain, piquant, concise, and full of 
gentle humour. As a specimen of native research and industry, Jdla Pratdp¬ 
chdnd is a work of great promise, 'showing that the habits of industry and 
reflection so much needed in the composition of history, are in course of for¬ 
mation among Bengali scholars. Minatattwa and Ootattwa by Babu Jnd- 
nendra Kumar Baya Gliaudhuri were works of great practical interest published 
during the year, and showed, like Jdla Pratdpchdnd, that the Bengali mind 
is opening to the importance «■! practical questions. The Minatattwa is a 
work on fishes, containing a general description of that class of animals, 
as well as detailed accounts of the fish of this country, of the different methods 
used for catching fish in the different Bengal districts, of the fish trade 
in Bengal, &c. The Qotatlwa describes the degeneration of cows in this 
country, points out h. iv their breed may be improved, states how they should bo 
fed and housed and treated in sickness, and so on. Babu Jndnendra Kumar also 
wrote an interesting pamphlet in BcTigali, setting forth the causes of “ the 
decline of the zemindar class in Bengal.” Those causes, according to him, 
arc to be found in the ignorance, want of eaprit de corps and sensual excesses 
of the zemindai-s on the one hand, and unhappy measures of legislation like 
Act X of 1859 and burdensome measun's of taxation like the road and public 
works cesses on the other. B.ibu llabindra Nath Tagore’s Jiihidha Prasanga 
was a collection of jiapers in jirose, written with great cleverness and in a 
distinctly original v(jin. Babu llabindra Nath is not always sound, but his 
shi-ewdness, his ingenuity, his wit, his thoughts cast in a mould of playful 
fancy, his occasional flashes of genius, mark him out as a unique and inde¬ 
pendent figure in Be.ngali literature, llis style is also as unique as his matter 
and manner. It is a poetical and figurative style, with an element of quaint 
humour in it which seems traceable to a strong and somewhat queer individu¬ 
ality. Messrs. B. Banerjiand Coj ipany, an enterprising firm of booksellers in 
Calcutta, published a collection ol papers by Babu lldjndrayana Basu, a veteran 
writer. The papers relate to subjeids of social, literary and educational interest, 
and embody the knowledge and experience of long years of activity as an 
author and educationist. The tone of the author is thoroughly patriotic, and 
the style of his thought on social subjects is that of a moderate liberal. 
A similar collection of papers, but dealing with subjects of a more abstract 
nature, w'as written by Babu Kali Prasanna Ghosh in his peculiarly eloquent 
and energetic style. The'collection is entitled Ai/iAr/fa Qhintd. BabuGobinda 
Mohan Baya Bidyabinod published the first volume of a useful work entitled 
Aatddaabidyd. It describes the eighteen main branches of Sanskrit learning, 
as well as all the sub-divisions of each branch. It is,a work of industry and 
erudition, and will, it is expected, bo found to be of value for purposes of 
reference. A collection of papers on subjects relating to Indian history, 
ancient and modern, was published by Babu Eajani Kanta Gupta, under the 
name of Bhdrata Kdhini. Two Bengali authors wrote from two different 
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staadpqints ou the position, rights, duties, obligations) &c., of women in this 
country. One of them, Babu Jdmini Nath Ohakrabarti, who wrote from the 
orthodox standpoint, advised Bengali women to devote themselves in a loving 
and earnest spirit to the performance of the duties which their present position 
in the family devolves upon them, whilst the other, Babu Dhirondrd Ndth 
Pdl, whose theory of female culture includes a knowledge of hygiene, and 
female diseases, advocates important changes in the position of Bengali women. 
Both the works, it should be noted, are written in the form of letters from 
husbands to wives. Pandit Bdmgati Nydyaratna wrote a very delightful and 
instructive work entitled Rdmcharit, or the Life of Bama. In a pamphlet 
entitled Bangiyu Ndtya SafndJ, by Babu Bipin Bilidri Gangopddhydya, the 
Bengali stage in Calcutta was condemned as a highly-demoralising institution, 
which is exercising a ruinous influence on schoolboys. ’ One volume of a work 
of the nature of a squib was published anonymously under the name of 
Maharski Valmiki Birachita Bamayana. Men, monkeys, and ra&shasag aro 
introduced; men meaning the mass of the native population of Bengal; 
monkeys, the Bengal zemindars; and rakshasas, the English rulers of the 
country. The rakshasas are animated with a strong feeling of their superiority 
to both the monkeys and the ordinmy men, and, with a few honourable 
exceptions, arc selfish, tyrannical, unjust, and inhuman. The monkeys profess 
to be well-wishers of their country, but aro in reality low self-seekers. With 
the ordinary men great sympathy is evinced. The author seems to be of 
opinion that the domineering spirit of the rakshasas, or Englishmen in India, 
ought to be crushed, and he looks to young Bengal as the likeliest to do that 
work. Altogether the work is written in a bad sjjirit, and contains personal 
attacks upon some of the European and native gentlemen who were concerned 
in the Ilbort Bill agitation. There is something like a story in the T»ook, but 
it is the most clumsily-constructed story imaginable. The style is .also dull, 
heavy, and involved, and the work, in a literary point of view, is tedious and 
dreary reading. In English, Babu Balardm Mallik brought out a volume of 
Essays on the Eindn 'Family; and Babu Krishna Chandra Bdya published a 
pamphlet on Bigh Education and the Vresent Fosition of the Oraduates in 
Arts and Late of the Calcutta University, in which figures are adduced to 
show that native graduates do not, as is commonly stated, prefer Government 
service to independent business, and thiit there is yet ample room for their 
employment in the service of the State, which means thiit the supply of high 
education has not been up to this time adequate to the demand which exists, 
or ought to exist, for it. Babu Barnchandra Palit brought out an edition of 
the Speeches and Fublished ItesohUions of Lord Jtipon from June 1880 to 
May 1883, and another edition of Ilis Excelloncy's speeches was published 
anonymously in two volumes. 

Fhilosophy. —Better and more numerous works wore received under this 
head last year than in any previous year. The best philosqj)hical wwk published 
in Bengali was Babu Bireswara Pdnde’s Mdnahutattvoa, in which abstruse 
metaphysical questions concerning God and llis existence, creation, trans¬ 
migration, the eternity of the universe, conscience, duty, liberty, and- equality 
are discussed with great ability and dialectic skill, and with a zest, energy, and 
earnestness which show that the author really loves the class of subjects dealt 
with by him. Ilis stylo of treatment is plain, direct, and eategoricjil. His 
language is simple, clear, and incisive. He has apparently a faculty for the 
study and discussion of philosophical questions. Another philosophical work 
of great merit was published in two volumes by Kumar Badhdprasdd Bdya 
under the name of Bijndnkalpa-latikd. The mind of man, in both its intel¬ 
lectual and moral aspects, comes under review in this work, and an interesting 
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explanation is given of the use and misuse which may he made of the moral 
feelings and the passions, and of the practical purposes which they are calcu* 
lated to serve. The whole work shows study and reflection, and such convert 
sancy with suhjocts of a philosophical nature as ensures lucidity ot exposition. 
In a work entitled Mdnabaprakriti, Babu Ksliiroda Chandra Hdya ChaudhUri 
hrou^fht together facts and theories from the works of Darwin, Wallace, Maine, 
Lubliock, Spencer, and others, with the view of showing that the mind of 
man, in all its asi)e(5ts, is gradually developed, each development Ixjing a con¬ 
sequence ,of the one or of all those which preceded it. As a collection of facts 
and observations, the Avork possesses value and interest. Some philosophical 
works writt.(m in English wore also received. Their publication was due to the 
th(!Osoj)hical movement which seems to be spreading in this country. Perhaps 
the ablest theosojjbical treatise received during the year was one by Mr. 
Sundanim Iyer. Pandit JibAnanda Bidydsdgara published a reprint of Purva- 
projm Dama.ta, a philosophical work in Sanskrit, in which a sago, Ananda 
Tirtha, who bore the title Purnapmjna, has interpreted the Vedanta in a 
manner such as to support the dualistic theory of the cosmos which forms the 
basis of Baisnabism. 

JPoefry. —Bengali poetry retnijis its usual characteristics, and a large 
numlxir of poetical works were accordingly received last year containing vapid 
effusions of love or Avild declamations about the loss of India’s political 
indci»cndenc(!. Poems containing personal attacks, as weU as poems which 
have their origin in sensational occurrences like the imprisonment of Babu 
Surendra Nath Banc- -ee, also poured in according to tlicir fashion. The 
popular festival of Ihc Durga Piija giA'es birth every year to poems in 
which its attractions and amusements are described in the droll and vulgar 
stylo Avhich csitclu's the fancy and barnumises with the humour of the holiday- 
se('king mob Avho, in the excitement of the hour, become exc(dlent. jratrons 
of this species of street literature. Such poems also came in as usual. Still 
the year 1883 was distinguished above its predecessors by the n!eeij)t in the 
Libraiy of some really oxe('llt,it jtoems in Ib'ngah. Tin* lM;st of them 
was JJuaamahdbidyd by Babu 11cm Cliandra Ban(>.rji, In that poem Sukti 
or Force, in its non-pbononieual form, is represented as being far too mysterious 
to b<' understood by even the mightiest intellect, and the ten forms of Sakti 
called Daminalidbulyd in tlie Tontraa, are described as implying, in different 
AA'ays, cruelty, sternness, and destruction on the one hand, and knowledge, 
benevolcjice, conservation, and jiregress on the other. The idea meant to be 
illustrated l)y tlie poet seesris to be that which would be conveyed by the 
phrase religion of force, which, in the opinion of some living Bengali scholars, 
is the real religion of the Tanlras. The seemes and images by means of ndiich 
the poet has pictured forth the idea of his poem, though of the highest and 
sublimest kind, .Ire conceivc'd with wonderful vividness and power. Those 
scenes and images ar(A not of tlu! earth nor of phenomenal existence, and yet 
they appear as rc<al and substantial os anything that exists on the earth; 
>o fre<i is the poet’s imaginsition from the tendency of lower minds to lose sight 
or grasp of form as they move awiiy from the real material world. Indeed, 
of all Bengali poets now living, Babu Hera Chandra Banerji seems to be 
the one avIio combines Avith high idealism realism of an intense kind. And 
in tliis poAver of iwesenting the ideal in all the truth, vividness, and definiteness 
of form of ttie rejil lies his claim to he regarded as the first living Bengali poet. 
His JDasatnahabidyd, AA'hieh is sublimity itsedf from the beginning to the end, 
is, moreover, one continued strain of SAA'eet and solemn music—a swell of 
sound deep and melodious. Altogether the work under notice is Babu Heto 
Chaudra Banerji’s chef-d'osmre, and the grandest song yet composed in 
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Bengali. Babu Babindra liNath Tagore wrote a volume of poems entitled, 
Prdbhdt Sanffif, possessing the usual characteristics of his verse. It was 
stated in the report on the Bengal Library for 1882 that Babu Babindra Nath’s 
poetry was likely to give rise to a class of imitators. And a clear proof of the 
correctness of that surmise was found in a volume of poems, entitled Jhankdr, 
by Babu Surondra Krishna Gupta. A new and promising poet, Babu Jndncn- 
dra Chandra Ghosh, made his appearance last year with a volume of poems 
bearing the modest title IHnapunja, or Bundle of Grass. A tone of piety and 
moral purity, which is a rare characteristic of current Bengali poetry, .pervades 
most of tho pieces written by this author. His sympathies, moreover, arc 
broad, and humility and tenderness appear to be the principal eharacioristics 
of his thought. Paush Parbana was a poem written in a comic vein, de» 
scribing the well-known and popular cake-festival which lakes place in tliis 
country in the Bengali month Paush. The style of humorous description 
adopted in the work seems to be an imitation of that of Babu Indranath 
Banorji in his well-known poem entitled Bharat TJddhar. But the author is 
not a mere imitator of style or manner. He lias a humorously-disposed mind, 
and his poem, in spite of many faults, is therefore a success as a ])iect^ of comic 
description. The chief value and interest of such poems, however, consist in 
this, that they form a new and important variety iu Bengali literature. Babu 
Jogendra Chandra Basu commeuced republishing an old Bengali poem called 
Bharmamangala^ a work written in later mcdiseval Bengfili, and describing the 
time of one of the Sen kings of Gaur. The author of the poem was Glianaram 
Chakrabarti. Babu Bajkrishna Mukharji, M.A., brought out a Bengali nu'trical 
translation of the Meghaduta, which for conciseness, dignity of style, and 
fidelity to the original, is the best of all the versions of that poem made up to 
this time. 

Politics. —Two books written in English were received under this head. 
One of them, bearing the Britannieus, was the outcome of the 

Ilbcrt Bill agitation. The other entitled Eclecticism, Part /, by the Reverend 
H. Eisher Corbyn, dealt* with the question of religious neutrality, the local 
.self-government scheme, &e. 

Beligion. —The grandest original work on religion receivisd last yeas 
wqs the second volume of Bharatbarsii/a JJpdsak Hainpraddi/a, or Indian 
Religious Sects, by Babu Aksliaya Kumar Hatta. The plan of the w’ork is 
similar to that of Professor IVilsoii’s lleligious Sects of the lliudus. But Babu 
Akshaya Kumar has dcserihi'd more sects than the Professor, of whose work 
the prcsmit may accordingly bo calh'd an improved edition in Bengali. The 
informal,ion given regarding the sects which are not described in Professor 
Wilson’s book has been collected with great care and industry. But the most 
noteworthy j)art of the work is the introduction, wdiieh is a noble monu¬ 
ment of the author’s learning, ability, and industry, and Which marks its 
writer as a man of a remarkably strong and massive inteUcc,t. The history 
of the Hindu religion and religious thought is c.Kplained iu it ■with special 
reference to the different stages of Hindu religious development; and 
several points of graat literary, antiquarian, chronological and other interest, 
as well as the history of Hinduism, are discussed in the light whitdi Sanskrit 
literature in its different branches aiid periods throws upon them. The 
author seems indeed particularly versed in Sanskrit religious literature; and 
tho historical dissertation on the Hindu religion, which is Ijased upon his 
deep and extensive acquaintance with it, must be regarded as poss(‘Ssing great 
authority. Any literature might be proud of such a work, and it s appear¬ 
ance in Bengali adds immensely to the power and respeehibility of Bengali 
literature. Pandit Tejas Chandra Bidyauanda brought out for the first time 
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, a printed edition of Halayudha’s Jirahm>cma‘8arhavi/a, a compendious ntn^' 
istic work. Maharajah Rajkrishna Sinha of Susang-Durgapore puMished 
a revised edition of JPudmd Twran, a work containing a circumstantial account 
of the birth and exploits of Padmd or Padmdbati, the mother of serpents, who 
is popularly called Manasa. It is stated in the preface that a person of the 
nauM} of Narayana Deb compiled the Padma Puran long ago from several 
mythological works. It was, however, seriously injured in the course of time 
by ignorant and unscrupulous copyists. The Padmd Puran is extremely 
popular in some of the East Bengal districts, where it is recited on occasions 
of domestic worship. Many of the Upanisads were translated last year under 
the auspices of one of a class of religious societies in Calcutta bearing the 
common name Hari Salrha. These Hari Sabhas seem to be the order of the 
day in Calcutta, and will probably be found in every considerable village far 
and near. They have been set up for defensive purposes,—that is to say, for 
strengthening the orthodox faith in view apparently of Christian and Brahmo 
proselytism, and the increase of pronounced atheism or religious indiflerentism 
in the country. It would also seem that Hinduism is taking up an offensive 
attitude. A serial work entitled Sioadhamiaprahartaka Oranthdbali, or books 
written with the view of inducir:r Hindus to adhere to their own faith, was 
commeneed last year. It is an ('ssentialiy anti-Christian publication, pointing 
out contradictory passages in the Bible. A Bengali periodical called Nirapeksha 
Dharma Tattwa, containing attacks on non-Hindu system of religious belief, 
is also in course of publication. The following were about the most import¬ 
ant of the works on 1! indu religion and mythology which began to bo trans¬ 
lated last year into Bengali:—

Amongst Brahmo publientions that Marvellotts Mystery—the Trinity and 
Lectures in India in Eni^lish by Kcsliab Chandra Sen, and a Bengali work by 
Bilm Nabakanta Chatlerji, eMiilcd. Brahmo Lhamier Lakshana O TJpdsand- 
pnddhali, and containing a bri<;f cxj)osition of the characteristics of the Brahmo 
religion, deserve notice. Babu Gi ish Chandra Sen’s Bengali translation of the 
Koran n.ade ra])id progress. But it must be observed that the translation is 
almost unintelligible. Indeed, unintelligibility is the common feature of nearly 
all the translations that are nc-w made into Bengali from other languages. 
3 ’his results, except in the case o! a class of publications to be noticed here- 
altcr, from too close an adhere! loc to the grammatical structure and even 
idiom of the original languages. No attempt is mafic to explain in thorouffhly 
good Bengali the meaning and spirit of the original; and the letter of the 
original text is followed cither from .a misconception of the true purpose of 
translation, or from the desire to avoid the labour which would be involved in 
altering the arrangement of words and sentences in the original. At any rate 
tlin work produced is not so much a translation as an exercise in construing, 
and is therefore unintelligible to those who do not understand the original. 
Numerous Christian tracts were received last year. 

Science .—More original works w'cre received under this head last year 
than in 1882. Elementary works on arithmetic and the indigenous system 
of calculation came in as usual. Babu Nrisinha Chandra Mukharji published 
a Bengali translation of the first book of Euclid, with copious notes, problems, 
&c., and an Uriya translation of the same book also appeared during the 
year. Babu Ashutosh Mitra wrote a work on human physiology, entitled 
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Nara Sarir Bidk&na, as the first of a Science Primer Series in BehjteM. It 
is written in a popular stylo. A text hook of Indian Botany was written by 
Dr. W. H. Gregg, “ specially fer Indian studentsand the Reverend J. B. 
Dumont commenced publishing Sytiopticul Tubles of Modern C/wraistry, with 
the view of rendering that subject easy and inteUigiblo to those young men 
who may devote themselves to the study of the natural sciences. Four new 
works on hygiene and three on physical geography were written for educa¬ 
tional purposes. Of the four works on hygiene, two were written by Babu 
Annada Charan Klmstgir and Babu Bhuban Mohan Sarkar respectively, 
both men of ooiusiderable standing in the medical profession; and of the three 
works on physical geography, one was written in Uriya by Babu Durgd Charan 
Slidhu, B.A. Dr. Sal/,er wrote a pamphlet on Odorant Matter with the view of 
showing, on the authority of Professor Jager, that it is odorant mathw in the 
protophisra wdiich determines organic and structural development, and makes 
organisms grow after the image of their j)aront organisms; that odorant dis- 
turhanees are the real cause of morbid phenomena like disease; and that 
odours ladng proved to he indestructible, theosophists art' right in their belief 
that the vital force is an entity per se which is indestructihle. 

Travels and Voyayes .—One hook written in Bengali and one in English 
were received under tliis head. Tlie Bengali hook was written by Balui Crish 
Chandra Basu, M.A., giviug an account of his vtiyage to England to read at th(' 
Cirencester Agricultural Coll(*gc, and of what he has seen there. 'J'lio English 
book, descriptive of a tour from Simla to Lsihoul, was wi'itten by Mrs. J. C. 
Murray Aynsley. 

Jii-liuyiials, Tri-Unguals, ^c .—The hooks published under this head fall 
principally under two divisions—religious literature and school literature. 
Keys, readei’s, grammars, dictionaries, norks on rhetoric, &c., (!omc‘ imdi'r th<( 
head of school literature. Uiuler the hea<l of religion the hooks most com¬ 
monly received arc Sanskrit works rc'lating to Hindu law, religion, and mytho¬ 
logy, with Bengali translations. The fcdlowing are the most important of such 
works now in course of publication:—

Of these works, the rc-puhlieation of Jamhii Bhdratn, Joyhnsistha Bamayana, 
Panehadasi, Smikarahijaynm, aiid Salsaudarblm was eoimneneed last year. 
The Bengali translation which is given of such hooks is not always eorrecU,. 
md it is^und that the editors often explain tiui original texts as they under¬ 
stand them, instead of simply trau.slating. The value of the translation which 
iccompanies the original works on Hindu law and religion is accordingly of ti 
mestionablc kind, whilst it is a matter of regret that not one work of this 
‘lass is found to be edited in a scholarly style. The popularity of the Hindu 
^ligious literature is increasing, the Puranas and epics find eager customers, 
be editors accordingly make haste to complete their supply, and the work 
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of translation and annotation is therefore perfunctorily done. That work, it 
may be feared, will not be rightly done until the best educated among Ben¬ 
galis either undertake it themselves, or take an interest in its right execution. 

Periodical Literature.—A. large number of new periodicals were started 
last year in Bengali. Most of them were of an ephemeral nature, and, if not 
already dead, will soon die. A few, however, among them seem to be of 
stronger calibre, and may be justly expected to last longer. The old periodicals, 
the Banga Barsnna, tli(! Bdndhaba, and the Bhdrati, were conducted with great 
ability, the* Bharati sliowing a decided improvement in its later issues. The 
Nahyahharata h7is started with the view of making it a first class periodical. 
The subjects which are usually discussed in it are such as would suit only a 
first class journal in Bengali. But their treatment is not quite so successful 
and felicitous as it ought to be in a first class periodical. The Audolana was 
another paper issued last year. Political topics arc more largely admitted 
in it than in any other Bengali periodical. Its management seems marked by 
ability, earnestness, and vigour. In the department of manual.art a new 
|)eriodical was started under the name of PAkapran&li, or the art of cooking. 
It gives directions for cooking dishes of various kinds. It is clear, however, 
that a ])eri(’dical of that class cannot last long. It is not all sorts of cooking 
that will suit tiie Bengali taste, and even among those varieties which may 
find favour -with Bengalis, it is only a limited number of dishes that will be 
approved. A small volume of prescri})tio]is for cooking few select dishes is all 
that is required, and a periodical i.ssuing month after month and describing all 
sorts of cooking and :• i kinds of dishes will therefore soon become convicted 
of uselessness, and ceasi* to ajjpear. A little judgment in estimating the nature 
of a thing and the ]>rohahle extent of the ])uhlio requirement regtirding it is all 
that is needed to keep literature within j)roper and tolerable limits. But that 
little judgment is seldom shown by Bengali writers, and tliut is why a great deal 
luori; is now written than is called for by th(' varied wants of Bengali society. 
'J’wo new hoinocopathic periodicals w'ore started during the year, increasing the 
number of homocopathie. orgauo o five; allopatiiy haviiigonly one indifi’erentJy- 
eonducted organ—the Bhhek, a l>:icca paper. Three paper's arc devoted to the 
ea«8e of female improvement in tiiis country, of which two—the liauga Mahild 
and tlu! Hdlil'd —were started last year, and the third, tin; Bdmdbodhiui Patrikd^ 
is tlu' ablest. Six Bengali ])oriodieals are engaged in the advocacy of ordinary 
Hinduism and Baisnahi-im. All of them are of recent growth, and two were 
started only last year. Tlieir appc'arance and simultaneous publication prove 
the fact of the renevv(!d activity of Hinduism which has been commented upon 
above uTuler the head of Iteligim. Two or three of these periodicals are also 
decidedly anti-Christian in tone, as js also another periodical which is written 
in English and whose very name is The Anti-Christian. Two very useful 
magazines conducted in English liy Bengali gentlemen—the Bengal Magazine 
and tile Oriental Miscellany —ceased to appear last year, probably from lack of 
public support. But the year 1883 saw the first TJriy.a periodical—the Shebaka. 
it is a monthly paper, edited by Babu Bluibagrahi Bass, and containing articles 
of a miseellancous nature.

Provinces .and Oudh, to 
the Director of Public luslruclion,—No. 202—Ill-2ij8-0, dated Naini Tal, the 20th 
May 1881. 

I am directed to acknowh'dgo the, receipt of your full and careful report 
on the works registered under Act XXV of 18(17 during t,hc year 1883. 

2. The total number of publications wliieh bad risen in 1882 to 1,193 
has this year fallen to 900. No (iiinsc is assigned for this cessation of literary 
activity, and probably none is assignable. 

3. There is neitiicr any marked improvement in the general quality of 
the works, nor do any of them e.vhihit eonspienous merit. 

1-. The elassificatiou into educational ami non-edueational seems some¬ 
what indefinite. It is difiieult, for instance, to under-stand that two only of all 
the medical works published should have to be classed under ilic former head. 

f). Iteligiou coutiuiics the most popular subject with authors and com¬ 
pilers; hut among the I'rdu publications it lias largi'ly given way in tbe year 
under report to subjeels of a moio jiraeUeal natiiiv, such as Law and Medicine. 
Neither your reporf, noi- the statements ajipcnded to it, show the relative 
activity of the ditl'ercnt presses. 


T. H. GitirpiTii, Esy., Diiector of Public liisiiiuaion, Nurth-'W. Provinces and Oudh, 
to Secretary to Govcniniciit,—No. dated Albibabad, tbe Ibtb April 188!. 

I have the honor to submit my animal analysis, with the statements, ;is 
required by G. O. No. 3180, General Department, dated tlu' 3r<l October, 
1882, of works regi.stered under Act XXY of 1807 during tlu' year 1883. 

2. As required by section 2, tlio analysis has been pn'pitred in the form of 
a scries of figured statements for each language and each bi-Iingual or tri¬ 
lingual combination of languages. 

3. Statement No. 1 relates to works in tbe Eiiglisli language. Jt.shows 
44 publications, against 5C of the last year, and the number of original works 
exceeds that of the rcpublications. Of these the noticeable works arc— 

No. 1-348 of the second (]uarter, “ Agrieultui’al Banks and Supplemental 
Legislation for Agricultural llclicf.” As the subioet of tbe establish¬ 
ment of agricultural hanks and pecuniary advances to tenants is 
receiving the attention of the Government, this pamphlet may be 
of some use as embodying the results of a nou-oflicial Englishman’s 
observations on the subject. 

No. 2-349 of the second quarter, “Local Self-Government,” by the same 
author, is a pamphlet of some interest for a similar reason. 

No. 8-721 of the third quarter is a complete and earefiJly-revised edition, 
with interesting illustrations, of Mr. Guowse’s exeollcnt translation 
of the immortal Edmayuna of Tulsidds. “The Panjab Notes and 
(Queries ” is a new and interesting periodical after the model of the 
well-known English “ Notes and Queries” 

22 
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Abother new periodical publication is " The Proceedings of the Hedical 
As^iation”, which is also interesting and useful. 

4. The second statement relates to the Urdu language. It shows 837 
publications, as against 489 of last year. As will appear from the statement, 
Law and Beligion comprise more than one third of the total number of pub¬ 
lications, and the number of original works published is the highest under the 
heading of “ Eeligion.” The following works are noticiable in this statement:— 
No. 1-811 of the fourth quarter, “ liisdla-i-Nazm dar Ean-i-Gilt” is a 
fiiseful work on electro-gilding. 

Nos. 1-296 and 1-43 of the second and third quarters are biographies of 
local celebrities,— vis.. Raja Digvijaya Singh of Balrdmpur and Yogi 
Sabhapati Swdmi. Among the historical publications. No. 7-798 
of the fourth quarter, " Sultan-ut-Tavdrikh,” which is a translation 
of the third volume of Parishta’s work, relates to the Brahmini king¬ 
dom of the Deccan. 

Under the heading of “ Language ” there arc many rcpublications of old 
standard works, which are constantly being republished. The original works 
under this head do not call for any s})e.cial notice. The works under the head¬ 
ing of “ Law ” are all translations ol i inglish works in demand among legal prac¬ 
titioners who do not know English, irndcr the h(;ad of “ Medicine ” tlau-e is a 
useful translation of Dr. T. A. B. Browne’s Physiology, No. 27-109 of the 
first quarter, “ A.srar-ul-Azd,” and a second edition of the translation of Zakhira- 
i-Khwarazm Sliahi, being a celebrated work on the Greek system of medicine. 
'I'he works on other sut‘jccts do not deserve notiee. 

6. The third stafcmcnt relat(is to the Hindi language. It shows 201 
publications, against. 265 of last year. Of those the noticeable works are— 

No. 5-790 of the fourth quarter, “ Bhuvanamohini Natak,” in Bengali, 
])oints out tlic evils of drinking and polygamy. 

No. 3-377 of the second (piai'tor, “ Diikhini Bala,” shows the evils arising 
from ehild-marriage and the prohibition of the marriage of widows. 

No. 6-365 of the same quar cr is the well-known story of llaja llarish 
Chandra, remarkable for his adherence to truth in all trials and mis- 
, fortunes. 

No. 1-615 of the third quarter, containing dramas of Shakespeare, is a 
translation into Hindi “ for tin! cditication of his educated country- 
iji! u” hy Kasliinuth Kliatn. 

Nos. 6-367 and 783 of the second and third quarters, “ Durgeshanandini ” 
and “ Radharaui,” are transJations into Hindi of Bengali love tales. 

No. 7-683 of the third quarter ■•ontaius the history of the ancient Hindu 
Rajas, translated into Hnidi from Mr. Talboys Wheeler’s English 
work. 

No. 17-647 of the third quarter is a Hindi letter-writer intended to 
facilitate ^he reading of Hindi letters and petitions for the higher 
standard examination in Hindustani. 

No. 9-677 of the same quarter is a small treatise on the dramatic literature 
of the Sanskrit and Hindi languages, with a short account of the 
drama in Europe. 

No. 16-302 of the second quarter, “ Dinajana Chikitsa,” is on medicine 
on the Greek and Hindu systems. 

No. 20-160 of the first quarter, “Burhiya Bakhan Satak,” is written with 
the object of saving girls from the guiles of procuresses. 

No. 26-644 of the third quarter points out “the main and original cause 
of the immorality, deformity, premature death, want of enterprise 
and courage, and the miserable condition of women ” in India. 
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No. 21-910 of the fourth quarter, “ Bharya Hit,” is a translation “of the 

, English work by Pye Henry Ohavasse, P.R.C.S., entitled “Advice 
to a wife.” It is worse than useless to native women. 

No. 22-877 of the same quarter “ Rina-vichdr,” points out the evils of 
indebtedness. 

No. 4d)-417 of the second quarter, “ Pdrasu Bhdga,” contains, acconding 
to the Veddnta doctrines, the way of removing desires, passions, 
covetousness, infatuation, and individuality. It also shows the efficacy 
of charity, mercy, truth, &c. • 

No. 43-260 of the same quarter is a translation from the Thcosophical 
Society’s instructions regarding the good conduct of women. 

No. 49-248 of the same quarter, “ Map Kaumudi,” is a compilation from 
the English works of Todhuntcr and John llunter. Questions and 
^ irulcs are added for the use of students of the normal schools and for 
those who are to be examined in Hindi. 

6. The fourth statement relates to works in the Sanskrit language. It 
shows 39 publications against 28 of the last year. There arc tliree works 
noticeable in this stjitement. Nos. 13-264 and 6-858, of the second and 
fourth quarters, “Siddhdnta taltvavivcka ” and “ Tantravartikam Nama 
Mimansa Sutriya Sahara Bhashya Tika,” arc elementary treatises on astronomy 
and Mimansa n:spoctivoly, both of these works being edited by the Pandits of 
the Benares Sanskrit College, under the superintendence of 11. T. 11. Griffith, 
Director of Public Insti'uction, North-Western Provinces and Oudh, and G. 
Thibaut, Esq,, Ph.D., rrincii)al, Benares College. No. 12-353 of the second 
(quarter is on astronomy, containing the conical projections of all circles in the 
plane of the equator, the original point bdng either of the poles of the 
equator. It also contains tables to llnd the sine of the planet and of the 
ecliptic. 

7. The fifth statement relates to works in Arabic. It shows 30 publica¬ 
tions against 62 of the last year. In this statement there is nothing to notice. 

8. The sixth statement relates to works in Persian. There are 102 publi¬ 
cations against 143 of the last year. Of tliese the notiecvible works are— 

No. 1-303 of tlie second quarter, “ Tiraz-i-Hiinish,” contains narratives 
of the fidelity of women. 

No. 10-812 of the fourth quarter, “ Makhzan-ul-Adviyama” Tuhfat-ui- 
Muminin,” is a nnulieal work of some; iinportanc«;. 

The next 10 statements relate- to polyglot works, there being a separate table 
for each bi-lingual and tri-liugual combination. They show 201 publications 
against 158 of last year. The following works arc noticeable in these state¬ 
ments :— 

No. 16-793 in English and Hindi of the fourth quarter, “ Ilindi-ki-Tisri- 
Kitab,” is in literature, containing lessons, prose and verse, &c., 
with English and Persian equivalents for the technical terms for use in 
the Mayo CoUege, Ajmir, under the direction of Major William Loch, 
Principal. 

No. 29-698 in the same languages, of the third quarter, “ Urdu Akshar- 
on sc Hani,” is on the defects of the Urdu characters. 

No. 1-773, in Sanskrit and Hindi, of the first quarter, is a metrical Hindi 
version, with notes of the Cloud Mrasenger of Kalidas, by Ilaja Laksh- 
man Singh, Deputy Collector. 

No. 20-839 in Arabic and Persian, of the foairth quarter, “Ashiat-ul- 
Lam’dtSharh-i-Parsi-i-Miskdt-ul-Masdbih,” is a collection of the most 
authentic traditions, regarding the actions and sayings of Muham¬ 
mad, exhibiting the origin of the manners and customs, the civil, 
religious, and military policy of the Musalmuns, translated formerly 



80 



• into Engliah from the original Arabic by Captain A. N. Matbetrs, and 
translated now into Persian in four volumes by Maulana Shah Abdul 
Hakk of Delhi.

Biography .—The same may be said of books under this head, the princi¬ 
pal being lives of Baba Nanak from the Sikh point of view. 

Drama .—Two dramaiieal <Mi, po.«i1ions in Englislu were registered during 
the year,—one a political skit ami the other a burlesque adaptation. 

The dramas in the vernacular are only collections of songs intended to be 
recited by actors on the stage, the most ])opular among them being tbe Indar 
Sabba by Amanat, which is a r<'j)ublieation, and has been fully noticed in a 
previous rej)ort. 

Fiction .—Of the, 17 i)ublications under this head, the following call for 
notice:— 

(«) Pariksha guru, or the test' f a guide, a well-written novel in Hindi 
on tbe Euroi)ean model. 

(J) Hiyaz-ul-absar, or the garden of sights, being a translation of the third 
and 'fourth volumes of the Bostani-i-Khaydl, w'hich is a Persian 
work in 7 volumes describing the adventures of an ideal primn; 
named Mu’iz-ud-din. 

History .—The only original Avork worth mentioning is the Guru Singh 
Itibtis, or History of the Sikhs, by Pandit Bhanu Hatta, in Punjabi, which has 
been published under the anspiei's of the Punjab University. 

The more important translations are— 

(a) Bajgiin-i-Punjab, or Sir Lepel Griffin’s History of the Punjab Rajds, 
translated into Urdu by Khalifa Muhammad Hasan, Minister of the 
Patidla State. 

(5) Tdrikh-i-J alsa-i-Qaisari, or translation into Urdu of Wheel^’s History 
of the Imperial Assemblage, by Lala Piydre Lai, Assistant In¬ 
spector of Schools. • 
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(o) Hind ka Sugam Itihds, or translation into Punjabi of Lethbridge's 
Easy Introduction to the History of India, by Bdhi Hdaara 
Singh, of Amritsar. 

Language. —^Almost all tho books under this head are Primers, Headers, 
GramiMrs, books on pai-sing, &c., &c,, in different languages, and designed for 
educational purposes. 

The following deserve notice:— 

(а) Hdshiyat-i-Kaddiya, a commentary upon a work on Arabic Syntax. 

(б) Ta riflya, a book of definitions of Arabic terms used in praramar, 

Logic, and Philosophy. ’ 

(c) Hindustdni-XJrdu Lugliat, a comprehensive Urdu Dictionary published 
in monthly parts by Mir Saiyid Ahmad of Delhi. It shows the 
idiomatic use of Urdu words and phrases hftor the model of Dr. 
Pallon’s nindiistdni-English Dictionary, and when complete will bo 
a useful work of reference. 

Law?.—The original publications under thi.s head include Acts with notes 
and the Punjab Record; while the repuhlications consist of tlie reprints of the 
Indian Law Reports of the several Presidencies. The translation of the Pun- 
jab record is given in the two bi-monthly Urdu law journ/ils—the- Ganj-i-Shdi* 
giin and tho Anwar-ush-Shams. 

Medicine. —Rooks under this head are of three descrijdions: 

I. —Those after the Hindu system of medicine, called the Vaidak. 

II. —Those after the Greek system as modified by the Arabs and called 
Yuani. 

III. —Those on tho modern European system. 

The most curious of tin? second class of publications is the Rarahin-i- 
musallam liibtal-i-daurdn-i-dam, or accepted arguments in refutation of the 
theoiy of the circulation of tho blood. 

Of the third class the most useful ans— 

(«) Aina-i-amaraK-i-Shush wa Qalh-Diseases of the lungs and tlie heart 
by Assistant Burgeon Bcli Ham. ’ 

(i) Q5,ardbadin-i-haiwi'indt, a manual of veterinary medicine, by Honoraiy 
Surgeon Rahim Khan, Khan Bahadur. 

Miscellaneous, —Books which do not fait under any of the prescribed 
heads, such as geographies, maps, &c., as also those on fortum'-telling, interpreta- 
tion of dreams, charms for averting calamities, or for tlie attainment of siiccific 
objects, wdiich last arc souglit for with avidity by the ignorant and the super¬ 
stitious, have been entered under this head. 

A neat series of Geographical primers by TVlunshi Uggar Sain has been 
brought out, but it consists wholly of repuhlications. 

Poetry.—M usual, a largo number of the poetical compositions of this 
Province consists of erotic verses, or verses in glorithiation of Hindu or Mu¬ 
hammadan saints. The educated classes write their poetic effusions in the 
form of ghazals, while the rustic poet has recourse to h*is primitiv’^c models 
the bdra-mdsas and tho siharalis. 

The books under this head tliat deservo notice are— 

(а) SaqiuAma-i-Mirza Bedil, a poetical work on sufiisra. 

(б) Guldasta-i-qasaid-i-Pakhr-ul-mulk, a collection of congratulatory verses 

presented to tho Nawab of Tonk in Rdjputana, and written with 

great elegance of stylo. 

(c) Nasihatndraa-i-Hiudi, or a book of morel lessons in Urdu verse, by 

Rdi Bahddur Kanhaiya Ldl, Executive Engineer. 

(d) Gul.i-bagh.i.Iram,by Mir.l’dlib Husain, amoral tale in Urdu verse 

of 744 pages.

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(t?) Di\vdn-i-Auha(li, in Persian, a collection of poems written after the 
fashion of Ildflz-i-Slurazi, by Maulvi Pakhr-ud'din. 

Folitics ,—The only book under this head is a reprint of the Bajniti of 
Ciiandkya. It contains lessons on morality, wordly prudence, and the state-craft 
of old days. 

jKeZigriow.—There arc 378 publications under this head, pf which 121i are 
original works. Tht;y consist, as usual, of missionary tracts, controversial 
books of the Wahdbis and of the ortliodox Muhamifiiadans, editions of the 
Quran and its chapters [n-inted separately, invocations to llindu deities, Puranio 
legends, and ciiiogies of Muiiammadan saints. 

The following arc more specially deserving of mention:— 

(a) Divine realities in the light of modern science, by Adelpbos. 

(fi) lzlidr-i-*Is\vi, or refutation, by Rev. Thdkur Das, of the objections 
advanced by Maulvi Rahmatullali and Doctor Wazir Khan against 
Olwistianity. 

(c) Saddharm Sutram, or English translation of the .aphorisms of the phi¬ 

losophy of true religion, hy Biihu, Navina Chandra Rai. It is a 
Brahmo publication. 

(d) Miivt-i ])rakdsh, or the light I idnlatory, in Sranskrit, hy Pandit Ram 

Lai. The author attempis to prove the necessity of idol worship 
from the texts of the Vcd.as. 

Thiloaophy (including Mfuital and Moral Science).—^Thcre are only two 
publications cnterc'd under this head : 

{«) The philosojdi^ .nd science of Vedanta and Raja Yoga, cditiul hy 
Biibii Sirisb Chandra Basu, B.A. “The object of this treatise,” 
as stated in ihc introduction, “ is to show tlu; racthpd hy which the 
human soul is sure to gain sut'cess in holding corau\xmion with the 
Universal Infinite Spirit, and thereby to become the very Inlinite 
Spirit itself.” The publication of books of this sort sliows that 
• ■ mysticism is gaining ground among a portion of the educated youth 
of India. 

(ft) Mirepat (the ladder) • an elementary treatise on Arabian logic. 

Science, Malhematicoi and Meehaninul. —All the books under tin's he.ad 
are elementary school books on Arithmefic, Alg(!hra, Mensuration, aud Geo¬ 
metry. 

Science, Natni'al and oilier. —I'lin books under this he,ad .are, like the 
preceding, merely elementary Lrcatise.s, of which the following may be 
mentioned:— 

{</) Iliyaz-i-J.ahanglri, a school cateehism of natui'al science. 

(i) Mirat-ut-Uih’iyat, Physical l eography, hy Devi Sahdi. 

(<?) Saln'fa-i-iltrat, a hook on physical science for beginners, by Munsbi 
Zakaullali. 

The following translations also deserve notice:— 

(a) jRubddi-ul-’ulum, or translation of Professor Huxley’s Introductory 
Primer. 

{It) ’Ilm-i-Tab’iydt kd risdla, or translation of Profe.ssor Balfour Stewart’s

BRITISH BURMA. 

l^rom K. S. Symes, Es<| . vJ.S., 0(i!ciaiiii^ Seorelavy 1o tlip Chief CommiHsioner, British 
iSiinnu, to tlie Soorplary to the Govorntneut of India, Home Department,—No. 172, 
dated Iliinjjoon, the 2ttli Aprd 1S8I. 

I am directed to submit the quarterly catalogues and tabular analyses of 
publications registered during the year 1883 under Atd XXV of 1807 in the 
Province of British Burma. The catalogues and babies have been prepared in 
accordance with tlu! instruction*-' contained in Ilorne Department Resolution 
No. 1-181, dated the 12th Soptcinher 1882. 

2. The total number o!' publications a])pearing in the catalogues is 234, as 
compared Avith 201 in the previous year. 

3. Classitied according to languages, they consisted of 14 European, 197 
Vernacular, and 21 biglot or polyglot works, the corrc.sponding figuwis for 1882 
having bec'i. 1-1,100 and 27 respectively. 

4. V'ith respect to tlicir subject-matter, no publications were registered 
during the year under the heads of “Arts,” “Fiction,” “Politics,” “Philoso¬ 
phy,” or “ Natural Sciencti.” Only one biographical treatise appeared, the 
Jitiollha pakamui, an interesting ai'c.ount in Burmese of the life of Gotama 
Buddha. Among the 50 dramatic Avorks is a translation of Shakspoare’s Merchant 
of Friiioc into Karen. None of the others, Avhich are mostly original Burmese 
compositions, calls for any special remark Tlie large increase in the number of 
'■ orks of this (ilass is worthy of note. Of the publications classed under “ History,” 
i hero Avere registered 12 as compared with 9 in 1882. Excepting the Maniy- 
adanalidn and the Itajadhirit Ayedawhon, both of which are reprints, these 
consist entirely of elcmcntaiy school manuals. Under the head “ Language,” 
17 works appeared, as against 22 in the previous year. These also are 
mainly of an elementary ecbicational character. The noticeable works appear*- 
ing under this head are An Unylish-Pali Grammar, a translation of Professor 
llinayeif’s work by an otlicer in the Education Department of this province; 
The Elements of Pali Grammar, a compilation in Burmese according to the 
Eun)j)ean method by another educational officer in the province; Judson's 
















Englith‘Bwme»e piotimaryf a new and slightly enlarged edition j 
Anglo-Karen JHcUmt^, by Dr. Wade and Mrs. Binncy, American Baptist 
missionaries. The three works appearing during the year under the head 
“ Law ** are all reprints. Tiie two treatises on " Medicine ” explain the Kative 
dietary system of cure. Among the 20 publications appearing under the head 
** Misoellanoous,'* the most noticeable are the Thamunta Sfitkoo Deepanee, 
Sw6«6n kgawdin, and PSkm pakeinnakfi, all three being repertories of Burmese 
miscellaneous, religious, and secular leading. Under this head also a{)puars 
The Milinda Pahha, a record of a metaphysical or religious discussion between 
a Buddhist divine, Nagasena, and the (irajco-Bactrian King, Menander, a work 
which for some few years past has been under the notice of Eui’opean scholars. 
Other works included under this vt'ido hetid tr(«it of such subjects as onions, 
palmistry, physiognomy, fortune-telling, &c., &c. Under the head of “ Poetry ” 
are included 48 publications, chiefly amatory or religious in character, none of 
which deserves any special notice. As compared with the number published 
in the previous year (67), a slight falling off is observable in the production of 
works of this class. Similarly religious puhlicatioiis, although maintaining as 
usual the highest place in the list, were not quite so numerous as iu 1883. The 
publications themselves consisted chiefly of unimportant Buddhist or Christian 
tracts and manuals. Eight elementary publications, treating for the most part 
of arithmetic or land-measuring, appeared uud(;r the head “Mathc-malical 
Science.” Of the two works shown under the head “Voyagers and Travels,” 
both are accounts of journej's by Buddhist pilgrims from Ikirma to Buddha- 
gaya, the supposed ccuti’e of the groat southern island Jamhudii)a and the 
site of the great hodhi tree under which Gotarua attained the Buddbahood. 

5. Of a total of 234 puhlieations, 1G3, or about 70 i)or cent., are original 
works. Scarcely one of them, however, is of any imporhaucc, the works mention¬ 
ed hy name in this summary being mostly ropuhlieation.s or translations. As 
compared with 80 per cent, of the total in 1882, there is a decrease of 10 per 
cent, shown in the pi-oduetion of original works. Again, 28 works, or about 12 
per cent, of the total,, are intended f(.r educational purposes. Acre also, as 
e^ompared with the previous year, is shown a decK'asc of about 3 per cent. 
Original literary effort, educational or otlierwisc, appears to have flagged some¬ 
what during the year under review.
